short run. Some parents may continue to lie to 
themselves and others about having a homosexual 
child, but if you've told them yourself, point-blank, they 
will at least Know the truth, even if they will not outward- 
ly accept it; and sharing that truth is the only way to 
come to any eventual resolution in the triangular con- 
flicts between you, a lover and your parents. 

In acase like that of Thompson and Kowalski, it’s 
good to know your legal options before a crisis oc- 
curs. In that regard, I'd highly recommend having a 
look at the brand new edition of A Legal Guide for Les- 
bian and Gay Couples, published by NOLO Press in 
Berkeley, which includes a chapter on coping with 
medical emergencies through the use of a Durable 
Power of Attorney. If you have a lover whose place 
in your life is unknown or unacceptable to your 
parents, this is a provision you should know about. 

While I’m writing, I'd like to say how much I’ve been 
enjoying Coming Up!, especially in the last few 
months.

Sistah Boom Reorganizing 

As many of you know, Sistah Boom is a community- 
based women's percussion ensemble, created and 
directed by Carolyn Brandy. Playing Afro-Cuban and 
Brazilian rhythms, we came together five years ago 
to play at the Gay Freedom Day Parade, and have 
played in the Parade every year since then. 

In the last year, we have continued playing 
together, at events such as the National Gay March 
and Vote Peace Rally during the Democratic Conven- 
tion, at marches against U.S. intervention in Central 
America, and against apartheid and U.S. investments 
in South Africa, at events in support of lesbian and 
gay struggles, and at other progressive political and 
cultural events. In the course of the past year we have 
come to identify ourselves as part of the movement 
for peace and social justice, with a strong feminist and 
lesbian identity. 

We have recently made a commitment to having 
Sistah Boom reflect the multi-cultural community we 
are part of, the issues we support, and the music we 
play. Out of that commitment came a decision to con- 
sciously strive to achieve a more equal balance bet- 
ween white women and women of color in the group. 
We have started an internal process that includes 
unlearning racism workshops, a Third World 
women’s caucus, and organizing childcare and 
transportation. 

This also means that, for now, we are not complete- 
ly opening up membership in the group, as we have 
done in the past before the Gay Freedom Day 
Parade. We are inviting women of color to join Sistah 
Boom (you don’t have to have any musical 
background to join), and we welcome back all women 
who have played with us in the past year. We are 
limiting membership in this way until we reach racial 
equality in the group. White women who have not 
played with us in the last year and who are interested 
in joining Sistah Boom may call the number below to 
be placed on a waiting list. 

We are now in rehearsals for this year's Parade.

Coming Up! Writer 
Wins Two National 
Gay Press Awards 


Mi Helquist, reporter and medical 
science writer for Coming Up!, has won- 
two awards for “outstanding achievement” 
from the national Gay and Lesbian Press 
Association (GLPA). The two awards recog- 
nized his coverage of both the medical and 
political aspects of the AIDS epidemic. 

“The State of the Science.” Helquist's mon- 
thly cglumn in Coming Up! about AIDS 
medical research, garnered the 1984 “Out- 
standing Achievement in Medical Coverage” 
award, The column, begun in May of last year, 
highlights the ongoing developments in the 
search for scientific understanding of the AIDS 
epidemic. 

The San Francisco journalist's weekly 
reports of the city’s month-long bathhouse 
debates and court case earned an “Outstanding 
Achievement in Ongoing Coverage of a Non- 
Medical Issue” award for the Philadelphia Gay 
News, which devoted extensive coverage to 
the controversy. Several of the articles pub- 
lished by the Philadelphia newspaper also ap- 
peared in Coming Up! Last summer Helquist 
teamed up with fellow writer Rick Osmon to 
investigate the status of sexual activities and 
risk reduction programs in the city’s gay sex 
businesses. Their reports are credited with 
clarifving the complex health and civil rights 
issues prompted by the bathhouse 
controversy. 

The GLPA awards program sought submis- 
sions from all gay and lesbian journalists. The 
four-vear-old organization boasts a member- 
ship of nearly all the gay publications in the na- 
tion. The awards were announced during the 
organization's annual convention held in New 
York City in mid-May. The submissions were 
considered by a panel of both gay and non-gay 
journalists. Helquist received first runner-up 
recognition during the 1984 awards program 

for his human interest and interview features 
with people diagnosed with AIDS. 


Auditions for 
The AIDS Show 


Akers for the new, revised version of 
Theatre Rhinoceros’ acclaimed The AIDS 
Show will be held Saturday and Sunday, June 
22 and 23, according to Leland Moss, the 
show's director. 

The AIDS Show, which began as the brain- 
child of Theatre Rhino’s founder Allan Estes’ 
more than a vear ago, has become the theatre's 
longest-running production, garnering national 
recognition as well as a Bay Area Critics’ Cir- 
cle Award and a Cable Car Award. 

A revised and updated version of the show 
is currently being written by the original 
writers as well as new contributors. “We'll 
have a good idea of what the new show will 
be like when we hold auditions,’ explains 
Moss. ‘We'll maintain at least half of the cur- 
rent show, but we’re planning to add new 
sketches and songs that focus on isues that 
have developed since we first started working 
last year.” 

Moss emphasized that he is interested in see- 
ing men and women of all ages, races, and sex- 
ual orientation. “AIDS is an issue that affects 
everyone,” he said. “Current projections in- 
dicate that 20,000 Americans will be diagnos- 
ed with AIDS by the end of 19860. By that time 
it appears that no segment of the population 
will be untouched. Our ideal cast would repre- 
sent as broad a spectrum as possible.”’ 

Actors will be required to perform a contem- 
porary piece no longer than two minutes, as 
well as a brief song to be sung without 
accompaniment. 

The new A/DS Show (which has vet to be 
titled) will open in early August and tour 
California, Oregon, and Washington for five 
weeks before opening on the mainstage of 

Theatre Rhinoceros September 29 as the first 
show of the 1985-86 season. At the comple- 
tion of its run (November 10), the show will 
resume touring the West Coast, and in early 
1986 will travel to Toronto, Chicago, Min- 
neapolis, and other American cities. For infor- 
mation and appointments, call 861-5079.

t’s time once again for the big event of 
the year. It’s the sixteenth annual 
Lesbian/Gay Freedom Day Parade 
and Celebration. The festivities begin 
at 11 am on June 30 and if you're anywhere 
on Market Street from the Embarcadero up to 
City Hall, you can't miss it. It’s probably wise 
to situate yourself in a good parade viewing 
spot early, as the parade route along Market is 
always packed by Parade time. 

Remember though: the Parade route has 
been altered this year due to the rather con- 
troversial placement of a large statue at the end 
of the U.N. Plaza. Because of this statue, it will 
be impossible for floats to. move through the 
Plaza and on to City Hall. Marchers and fleats 
will be split up at this point, so if you want to 
catch the Parade in all its glory, choose a spot 
before this point. 

The Parade is held every year to com- 
memorate the Stonewall rebellion of 1969. 
Rioting took place outside the Stonewall bar 
in New York City after police attempted one- 
too-many typical raids of that gay bar and other 
surrounding bars. The rioting is memorable in 
that it is recognized as one of the first times that 
gay people fought back against oppression and 
discrimination. To celebrate our pride, our 
right to exist with equality, and our realization 
that we can and must fight for our rights, the 
Parade is held each year. 

This year’s theme is “Honor Our Past, 
Secure Our Future” and the logo accompany- 
ing it is the pink triangle surrounded by flames 
of an eternal fire. The theme is meaningful 
since Our community has a rich history that 
should be remembered and respected. Ob- 
viously, if it were not for the pioneers of the 
gay rights movement, and the continued strug- 
gle of thousands of lesbian and gay activists, 
there would not even be a day of celebration. 
It is perhaps difficult at times to maintain a 
perspective on how far we have come and 
how far we have to go. By remembering and 
honoring our past, we, in turn, help secure the 
future. 

The logo, as always, is open to any number 
of interpretations. However, it may be 
enlightening to describe it as the artist de- 
scribed it. The pink triangle represents our past 
oppression, since this was the symbol placed 
on homosexuals doomed to Hitler’s death 
camps to differentiate them from other victims. 
The flame surrounding the triangle is essential- 
lv burning away the past’s oppression, but it 
is also an eternal flame that will continue to 
burn; a symbol of our ever-continuing need to 
recognize our goal of equality. 

This vear’s theme and logo will be seen 
everywhere, from the sides of Muni busses to 
the walls of Berkeley BART stations, from the 
labels of commemorative bottles of wine and

champagne to tshirts, posters, buttons and 
hats. Parade memorabilia is already on sale. T- 
shirts, buttons, etc., are available every 
weekend on the corner of Castro and 18th 
Streets. Wine and champagne are for sale in li- 
quor stores on Polk and Castro Streets. And 
remember — the Parade is non-profit. 

The Parade is not just a parade; it is also a 
full day celebration. As usual, following the 
Parade there is a giant gathering at the Civic 
Center/City Hall area; in essence the biggest 
outdoor party of the year, generally drawing 
up to 250,000 people. There is food, beer, and 
several hours of entertainers, musicians and 
speakers. A featured speaker will be Senator 
Alan Cranston, the first time a U.S. senator has 


spoken at a Gay Freedom Day Parade. The © 


festivities carry on until the late afternoon, at 
which point everyone begins to gear up for the 
evening’s parties. 

The Parade is both a party and a political 
statement. While many tens of thousands of 
gay and lesbian people gather to have a good 
time, to see and be seen, the simple fact that 
we do gather in such a tremendous: number 
shows how powerful we are, that we are 
proud and must be recognized and dealt with 
as the normal human beings we are. In the past 
couple of years the straight media has taken 
special care to point out that the Parade has 
been ‘‘quieter,”’ less enthusiastic and general- 
ly subdued as a result of the AIDS epidemic. 
Of course it’s not as easy to celebrate in the 
midst of all that has been plaguing our com- 
munity in the past few years, but it is im- 
perative that we turn out in numbers to show 
we are unifed, still fighting, and fully support- 
ing our own. On the day of the Parade we 
celebrate.our hope and unity. 

The contingents of the Parade, as always, 
will be varied and many. Following with tradi- 
tion, the parade begins with the Dykes on 
Bikes — more lesbians on motorcycles than 
vou will ever see in your life. And then a con- 
tingent for nearly anything you could imagine: 
Gay Fathers, Lesbian Mothers, Parents of Gays, 
Gay Physicians, Gays and Lesbians of Color, 
People with AIDS, The Shanti Project, 
Tradeswomen, and on and on for hours. And, 
yes, there will of course be a generous sprin- 
kling of wonderful drag queens throughout the 
Parade. 

And finally it must be emphasized that the 
Parade needs volunteers in all areas. Anyone 
can join in with the planning and production 
of this event, and everyone is certainly 
welcome! The Parade committee is broken 
down into subcommittees which include 
celebration, safety, booths, media, 
march/floats, beer, youth, merchandise. 
Wherever your interests and talents lie, there 
is plenty to be done. General meetings will be 
held on Sundays at 5:00 on June 2 and 16. Call 
861-5404 for information about subcommit- 
tee Meeting times and any information about 
the Parade.

en years ago this month, gay lib- 
eration in San Francisco passed 
an important bench mark as les- 
bian and gay teachers wrestled 
job protection rights from a reluctant school 
board. Coming Up! talked to veteran activists 
responsible for the victory, asking them not 
only to relive a great moment in recent gay 
history but to also assess the impact on today’s 
lesbian and gay teachers and students. 

As the sixties turned into the seventies, most 
gay teachers found themselves living the kind 
of repressed, closeted lives that many today 
would associate with the fifties. Ron Lanza, to- 
day a co-owner of the Valencia Rose, had by 
the early seventies transformed himself from 
a Brooklyn, New York, high school dropout 
to a Concord, California, high school 
economics teacher. With his long hair and hip 
manner, Ron Lanza projected a non- 
threatening San Francisco sophistication, all 
the while living two very separate lives. “It was 
very closeted, of course. I had a lover. I used 
to leave my house and commute — it was 
thirty-two miles from my door to the class 


room, but it was like a million light years away. - 


For six or seven years I was able to juggle that: 
everybody played the game that I was the San 
Francisco bachelor, sort of the swinging 
bachelor image for both the faculty and the 
students. I, of course, went along with it, 
because it was the perfect cover.” 

For Ron Lanza, the seeds of change were 
planted one sunny afternoon as. he and his 
lover, Dennis, were riding their bicycles 
through the San Francisco Civic Center on 
their way to Marin. “We came across this rag- 
tag collection of people on a flatbed truck in 
zany costumes and clanging bells and horns, 
maybe a couple of hundred in total. It was like 
the Christopher Street West celebration. A part 
of me was so drawn to that, it seemed so 
wonderful and so new and so revolutionary, 
and at the same time, as a teacher, I knew I 
should get back on my bicycle, because | 
wouldn't want my picture to be taken. | 
remember that day very clearly, like a seed was 
planted.” 

Inch by inch Ron Lanza started creeping out 
of the closet. “I was working with a group 
called Queer Blue Light. They were doing early 
Gay video and I was lending them equipment 
and doing whatever I could do and still keep 
a very low non-photographed profile.” A class 
at San Francisco State University, called 
‘Homosexuality As A Social Issue,’’ convinc- 
ed Lanza that he might be the right man to 
challenge the prevailing moral turpitude stan- 
dards used to fire teachers, especially gay 
teachers. ‘‘Moral turpitude was the way you 
were nailed if you were gay and you were 
caught in a john, or just somehow they found 
out you were gay. You were nailed fer morai 
turpitude and you couldn’t teach anymore; 
they took your license away, so they took your 
living away.” 

Lanza figured that he was a good and 
popular enough teacher that he could afford 
to challenge the moral turpitude standard and 
possibly still not lose his job in the Concord 
school district. The opportunity arose in March 
of 1974 during the celebration of Human 
Rights Week in the district. Guest speakers had 
been invited to the classrooms, including 
housewives, women business leaders, lesbians 
and prostitutes. The rub was that school of- 
ficials ruled that the lesbians and prostitutes 
could only come on campus after classes were 
over for the day. Lanza was incensed. “That 
was what motivated me to say, ‘This is absurd, 
kids, and here’s the reason why.’ And that’s ex- 
actly what I did: I made it into a ‘civics’ lesson.” 

It was a Civics lesson that would permanent- 
ly change his life. ‘I had long hair and a 
ponytail and a beard, and I was so spaced out 
as a result of going through these very fun- 
damental questions of what is my right to live 
my life openly as who I am.”’ Lanza’s coming 
out lecture received mixed grades: the kids 
were enthusiastic, but the school administra- 
tion began a campaign of sniping at him 
through critical letters placed in his personnel 
file. ‘‘I went from being this very competent 
teacher to being this real misfit...but the irony 
was that my ineffectiveness from that day on 
was almost guaranteed, because the kids were 
fascinated by my being gay, and that’s really 
all they could focus on.” Lanza chose to take 
early retirement and went through a midlife

Famous homophobe Marjorie Martin was not among those who generally favored gay teachers 


in the schools. 
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crisis which included overcoming cancer of 
the colon and entering the entertainment 
business as an actor and a night club owner. 
Lanza’s example was not forgotten and, as a 
matter of fact, soon became a symbol of a far 
bigger effort to bring lesbian and gay teachers 
out of the closet in the San Francisco Unified 
School District. 

Early in 1975, as Lanza was quitting 
teaching, he started encountering other 
radicalized gay teachers at meetings of the 
newly formed Bay Area Gay Liberation 
(BAGL), or “Bagel” for short. The name 
prompted a few jokes: ‘““BAGL removes locks 
from closet doors,” as well as the occasional 
misapprehension that the new group might be 
some kind of Jewish gourmet society. 

BAGL was, in fact, the first real stirrings of 
the post-Stonewall spirit on the West Coast. 
BAGL meetings were attended by hundreds of 
born-again gay activists, some of whom then 
formed various affinity groups like the Gay 
Latino Alliance and the Gay Teachers Caucus. 

The Gay Teachers Caucus came to life in the 
spring of 1975 in the person of a feisty young 
queen from New Jersey, Tom Ammiano. Am- 
miano had been ‘‘deselected” from the Peace 
Corps back in 1963. ‘‘I think it had something 
to do with sibilant s’s.”” Ammiano had come 
west to live a gay life as far as possible away 
from his family. After service in Vietnam as a 
teacher, Tom Ammiano had found a berth in 
the San Francisco district teaching disabled 
kids. 

BAGL drew together a diverse group of gay 
activists turned off by gay establishment 
groups like the Alice B. Toklas Democratic 
Club. “In those days you didn’t want gay in 
your name, and if you felt differently, you 
didn’t have much of a place to go.”” BAGL's 

founding changed and charged the political 
landscape. ‘‘It was lefty, and it was movement 
activated and it fit my metabolism,” says Am- 
miano. ‘‘That’s where I met Hank Wilson.” 

Led by Wilson and Ammiano, the newly 
militant gay teachers looked for an opportunity 


to pop very visibly out of the closet. According 
to Ammiano, ““BAGL provided a very impor- 
tant support system when I decided, standing 
in a bar after a meeting, that I should confront 
the school district on the gay issue.”” Ammiano 
decided to call a meeting of the San Francisco 
gay teachers and attempted to announce it in 
the school district’s newsletter, only to have 
the publication’s editor refuse to print the 
notice. With the help of BAGL, the opposition 
of the gay establishment, and with the 
boldness and naivete that sometimes flow 
from political virginity, Ammiano, Wilson, 


Lanza and a core of gay teacher activists started ° 


girding for a confrontation with the then- 
appointed and rather conservative San Fran- 
cisco School Board. ““There was a priest on it, 
Lee Dolson, who later became a Supervisor, 
was on it, and a whole bunch of very unattrac- 
tive people. All of these people were appointed 
by (Mayor Joseph) Alioto, who was not pro- 
gay in any way, because he wanted the 
(Catholic) Archbishop to be a Cardinal, and he 
knew any kind of sympathy for gay stuff 
would not go over (at the Vatican).”’ 

Coincidentally, a move was under way 
within the ranks of the city’s Human Rights 
Commission to add sexual orientation to the 
list of minority situations protected against job 
bias by the School District. On June 3, 1975, 
lesbian activists Del Martin and Phyllis Lyon 
sought to petition the school board to adopt 
the anti-bias language. Tom Ammiano explains 
how school board members pulled a fast one 
on Martin and Lyon. “‘They didn’t know how 
the board actually worked...and they were go- 
ing to sit there, and it was going to come up 
on the agenda, and they were going to speak 
to it.”” After a long delay, the supporters of the 
lesbian/gay anti-discrimination clause were told 
that the matter was being postponed to a later 
meeting. ‘“Then the board turned around, as 
soon as they left, and voted on that and voted 
it down. This was how they did things — real 
sneaky.” 

The Gay Teachers Caucus now had not one, 


« 


but two, issues around which to organize a 
massive demonstration at the next school 
board meeting on June 10. “That night about 
three hundred people came. It was tremen- 
dous, I couldn't believe it!” says Ammiano. 
‘That night we marched upstairs singing ‘As 
The Gays Go Marching In’ to the tune of ‘As 
The Saints Go Marching In’.” 

Influenced by the huge gay turnout, the 
school board members agreed to reconsider 
the anti-discrimination vote at their next 
meeting on June 17. During that next week the 
Gay teachers focused on both rallying public 
support and on lobbying individual school 
board members. Hank Wilson says he knew 
that history was going to be made “whether 
we won or lost. We were asserting ourselves 
in a positive way, “coming out, putting 
ourselves in the spotlight and having the con- 
fidence that we could pass what I call ‘the test 
of the spotlight.’ We were superior teachers. 
We knew we had support from parents, fellow 
teachers, staff people. When I was lobbying 


-the school board members, I used the phrase, ! 


‘Remember Selma....’ | told them that they 
were going to go down in history and to think 
very carefully so that they would be on the 
right side.”’ 

Hank Wilson notes that there were times 
when he doubted whether the activist gay 
teachers could get public opinion on their side, 
including that of the gay masses. ‘‘I was trying 
to build that kind of psychology with the 
school board while not knowing if the troops, 
the people, the grassroots lesbians and gay 
men would turn out and support us. 
Remember, we were a small group. BAGL was 
a bigger support group, but we even needed 
a bigger group than BAGL to generate a win- 
ning momentum.” 

Hank Wilson declares that the struggle to 
reverse the school board vote went right down 
to the wire, that four hours before the June 17, 
1975 board meeting there was still no board 
member willing to make the motion introduc- 
ing the matter before the full board. “We had 
a couple of members who said they would se- 
cond the motion if someone else would make 
the motion. That shows you how gutsy liberal 
politicians were at that time!”’ Wilson explains 
that the logjam was finally broken when he 
received a phone call from a Catholic priest on 
the board, Tom Reed, the former principal of 
St. Ignatius High School. “He had decided, 
after long thought, that he was going to make 
the motion. He told me that privately he had 
been involved with some young people from 
his school who had killed a gay man. Ever 
since then he had felt a personal onus or per- 
sonal responsibility concerning what was his 
role in guiding those young people.” 

Wilson says what clinched the outcome was 
the appearance outside the school board head- 
quarters of between three to five hundred gay 
men, lesbians with children, bi-sexuals and 
straight supporters On a massive picket line. 
When meeting time came, the crowd filled the 
hall to overflowing, singing “As The Gays Go 
Marching In,” which Wilson thinks had a 
“mesmerizing” effect on board members. 
Wilson explains that after Rev. Reed made his 
motion, board members fell over themselves 
to see who was going “‘to be the one on record 

«who was going to second it. It was especially 
fun for myself because I had done the lobby- 
ing on a personal basis over the phone with 
board members, and to see some of the ones 
who had been insulting and homophobic on 
the phone rush to our assistance, at the last 
minute, was fun. I saw the humor in that, 
knowing that some of them the same day had 
insulted me and had thrown up, ‘What are you 
people trying to do with children!’ — we had 
some of that stereotypical homophobic 
analysis of gays and lesbians with kids — but 
they voted seven to zero for us.”’ 

Ten years later, three of the leading gay 
teacher activists, who orchestrated the mass 
movement push behind the school board vote, 


have retired from teaching. Tom Ammiano is . 


on what he hopes will be a permanant leave 
of absence to pursue a Career as a Standup com- 
ic. Hank Wilson is Ron Lanza’s business part- 
ner at the Valencia Rose, home base for many 
young comics and performers, and Ron Lan- 
za is hoping to leave management Of the Rose 
in favor of pursuing an acting career in the TV 
vineyards of Hollywood. All three of them see

Conference Scheduled For 


June 15, 1985 
Are some progress has been made in 


achieving employment protection for 
lesbians and gay men, there is still a very long 
way to go before people will be free to 
acknowledge who they are when they apply 
for employment, seek to remain on a job or 
seek to advance. Last year, Governor Deukme- 
jian vetoed AB-1, the state-wide bill which 
would have prohibited discrimination based 
on sexual orientation in both private and 
public employment. This year, the same bill 
never even got out of committee. In Houston, 
Texas, voters recently rejected by a four-to-one 
margin legislation to protect lesbian and gay 
city workers from discrimination based sole- 
ly on sexual orientation. These recent events 
indicate the need for the community to rally 
in support of the protections which are still in 
place and to commit itself to the fight for the 
right of lesbians and gays to employment on 
a fair basis. This is an issue of critical concern. 
On Saturday, June 15, 1985, there will be an 
all-day conference on employment discrimina- 
tion and strategies for achieving greater job 
protection for lesbians and gay men. Con- 
vened by the Lesbian Rights Project, the con- 
ference has been planned by a working group 
of representatives from the San Francisco 
Human Rights Commission, the Anti-Sexism 
Committee of the National Lawyers Guild, Bay 
Area Lawyers for Individual Freedom (BALIF), 
the Lesbian and Gay Labor Alliance, and the 
“Labor Studies Program of the San. Francisco 
Community College District. The conference 
is being co-sponsored by over fifty community 
organizations. The goal is to share information 
and to generate enthusiasm in the lesbian and 
gay community for the employment rights 
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struggle ahead. 

The conference will be held from 8:30 am | 
to 6:30 pm at Hastings Callege of the Law, 200; 
McAllister Street, San Francisco. Lunch will be 
available at cost. Professional childcare and 
sign language interpretation will also be pro- 
vided by reservation. The conference site is 
wheelchair accessible. The fee is $10-25 
(sliding scale) which includes admission to the 
conference, printed materals, a wine and 
cheese reception and entertainment 

The keynote address will be given bw Mar 
jorie Rowland, a woman who was fired from 
her job as a high school guidance counselor 


because she told a fellow worker of fer sex 
wal orientation.

teaching as an important and exciting chapter 
in their lives, but not ultimately as their life’s 
work. Tom Ammiano notes that his lover is 
and wants to remain a teacher. 

As for just how much progress has been 
made on behalf of lesbian/gay rights and 
visibility in the San Francisco schools, Tom 
Ammiano admits there may have been as 
much symbolism as substance in the 1975 vic- 
tory. ‘‘Because this thing was somewhat before 
its time, if you know what I mean, after it hap- 
pened, while it felt good, I really didn’t see vast 
changes. But we did show the school board 
that there was gay political clout, and after that 
the school board was elected,”’ says Ammiano. 


All the mechanical things weré done, but the 


attitudinal things — there you’re bucking a lot. 
We do have a Gay Speakers’ Bureau. When we 
started the speakers’ bureau, there were gay 
teachers, at various schools in this city, who 
voted against it in the faculty meeting. They 
did not want us to come to their schools. The 
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Hank Wilson (left) and Tom Ammiano, both school teachers at the time, led the struggle for gay 


gay ones! Never mind the fundamentalists — 
this is how damaging the closet mentality is.”’ 
Ammiano sees the greatest hope in the attitude 
of the kids. ‘“The kids are more out now than 
they were. It’s usually women, usually the 
baby dykes, who are outspoken, and some of 
the boys who are real feminine.... They wanted 
to form a lesbian/gay students’ club at Lowell, 
but it was thwarted. A closeted department 
head from Lowell came and met with Hank 
and I and said, ““You know, there’s just no 
reason. The principal knows I’m gay, it’s just 
discreet, I don’t have to tell people — don’t 
rock the boat was the attitude.’ I think the kids 
are, in some ways more aware today, than they 
were then. There is still a lot of fag bashing that 
goes on in the schools and that’s still a byword 


on the playground: Faggot, Faggot, Faggot— - 


you're not going to root that out until you root 
it out of society in general.” 

Hank Wilson agrees that the picture is a real 
mixed one today regarding homophobia in the 
San Francisco Public Schools. ““We have 
regular, institutionalized speakers’ programs in 
some of the high schools in this city; we have 
no speakers’ programs in other high schools 
in this city. We have homophobic staff 
members and administrators in some places, 
and we have supportive people in other 
places.”’ Wilson notes that, “We've still got a 
lot of work to do. Prior to this year we had 
done over two hundred speaking engagements 
in high schools in San Francisco in the two 
years prior. That’s a lot — that’s more than a 
token program — but we had a range of fifty 
presentations to different classes at one high 
school to zero at another. So, it’s on a con- 
tinuum of support and being integrated in the 
curriculum and support for the issues, as op- 
posed to hostility and attitudes that might be 
prevalent in another city, in another area.” 
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San Francisco Women in Trades 
Seek Employment Rights

an Francisco Women in the Trades 

(SFWIT), a group organized around 

issues Of city employment, will tes- 

tify before the Board of Supervisors 

Committee on Civil Service on Tuesday, June 
4th, at 2:00 pm in City. Hall, Room 228. 

The hearing, sponsored by Supervisors Nan- 

cy Walker and Louise Renne, will focus on 

issues related to lack of recruitment and pro- 


motion opportunities for women, inadequate | 
training and apprenticeship programs, and sex- | 


based harassment on the job. 

“For a city with a progressive reputation, 
San Francisco has a dismal record in hiring and 
retaining women in the trades,” says Molly 
Martin, an electrician and member of SFWIT, 
a two-year-old support group for 
tradeswomen who work for the city. “It is the 
responsibility of the city to hear our grievances 
and act on our proposed solutions.” 

While Affirmative Action goals for women 
set by Civil Service in its recent plan is 45 per- 
cent (reflecting Federal Affirmative Action 
goals), the percentage of women in skilled craft 
trades is less then 3 percent. Job classifications 
such as Tree Topper (24 men, 0 women), Auto 
Body and Fender Worker (42 men, 0 women), 
Stationary Engineer, Sewage Plant (134 men, 
6 women), Firefighter (990 men, 0 women), 
Plumber (60 men, | woman), Transit Operator 
(1,930: men, 220 women) reflect a larger pic- 
ture of employment discrimination for women 
and people of color, especially in “non- 
traditional” jobs. 

To prepare for the upcoming hearing, 
Supervisor Nancy Walker's office sent a letter 
to each of the City’s departments, requesting 
information on hiring practices, with specific 
reference to women in the trades. According 
to Walker’s aide, the response was 
‘“‘unbelievable.’’ Few departments kept 
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statistics on Women employed, or were will- 
ing to share this information. Some depart- 
ments were unclear as to what ‘“‘non- 
traditional” employment meant. The Planning 
Department, which has pursued affirmative ac- 
tion policies more rigorously than most depart- 
ments, sent back this response: 
At the other end the two clerk positions in 
the department require lifting of boxes of 
supplies and files, and women candidates 
have declined these positions. It’s likely that 
these two positions will be continued to be 
filled by men. 
The City Coroner's Office wrote: 
These positions have a basic requirement of 
heavy lifting and carrying the weight 
downstairs and the like. It also entails deal- 
ing with badly decomposed bodies and 
retrieving remains from the Bay, which 
might entail going over steep cliffs and the 
like. It is not a job that women will be like- 
ly to be employed in and will not be en- 
couraged to pursue. 


According to SFWIT, little effort is made to 
recruit women and people of color for many 
job classifications. The group recommends 
more advance notice for journey level trades 
jobs and interview panels comprised of more 


women. Another major problem is the lack of 


training and apprenticeship opportunities. Cur- 
rently there are only four apprenticeship pro- 
grams for the trades in San Francisco. Ofa total 
of 53 available apprenticeship positions, only 
eight are filled by women. 

“If the city is really interested in bringing 
women into the trades, we need to create 
more apprenticeship programs,’ notes Super- 
visor Nancy Walker. ‘‘In 1984-85, $1 million 
will be allocated for job training. We need to 
look at better directing the allocation of these 
funds to bring in women and people of color.” 

Once women do manage to get jobs, they

become the objects of a certain type of sexual 
harassment which is sex-based. “We are not 
taken seriously,” says Eileen Burke, a 
Maintenance Machinist for Muni (the only 
woman out of 72 men in. this job classification). 
“We have to put up with rude pictures, crude 
jokes, and a lot of resentment from the men 
we work with because they are threatened that 
women can do their jobs.” 

As Burke observed from her own ex- 
perience, grievance procedures don’t work 
and oftentimes make matters worse. One of 
the legislative outcomes of the hearings may 
be to toughen the city’s sexual harassment or- 


dinance by clarifying that dismissal and demo- 


tion are possible pénalties for sexual and sex- 
based harassment. 

SFWIT alleges that women are actively — 
discouraged from taking promotional exams, 
or even tests for their own Classifications. This, 
along with a sense of isolation, and a stressful 
work environment, results in decreased job, 
retention. To improve the situation, SFWIT 
recommends that the City initiate in-house 
training programs and develop ways for City . 


employees in “dead-end” jobs to upgrade in- 
to blue-collar crafts (i.e., car cleaners entering 
an auto mechanic apprenticeship program). 
The State of California, responding to several 
lawsuits, has improved its employment prac- 
tices as they relate to the recruitment, training, 
and promotion of women, people of color, 
and the disabled. The City of Seattle has recent- 
ly instituted a comprehensive affirmative ac- 
tion plan, which sets departmental employ- 
ment goals. If it becomes apparent that these 
goals are not being met, targeted hirings are 
done. In addition, Seattle offers classes for pro- 
motion and skills obtainment, as well as several 
job training programs. 
“although the area of employment is the do- 
main of the Civil Service Commission, the 
Board of Supervisors can urge the Mayor to put 
pressure on Civil Service to remedy problems 
aired at the hearing. 

“It’s time that we pay more than lip service 
to our role as an equal opportunity employer,” 
concludes Supervisor Nancy Walker.

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San Francisco Readies to Open Alternative AIDS Test Sites 


Should You Take oe Test? 


By Michael Helquist 


he HTLV-3 antibody test, devel- 

oped to indicate exposure to the 

AIDS virus, will be available this 

month without charge at special 
testing sites in San Francisco. The actual test 
is relatively simple compared to the months of 
complex research, legislative battles, and 
logistical planning that have preceded it. The 
considerable effort to make the tests available 
to the general public has occurred within the 
continual context of uncertainty about the 
test’s accuracy and usefulness. At the same 
time, lesbian and gay activists have feared that 
the test results would be used to rescind the 
civil rights of gay people across the country. 

When the federal government licensed the 
antibody test kits, it was to screen donations 
to the nation’s blood supply. The licensure, 
however, required that alternate sites be 
available to high risk groups so that no one 
would attempt to donate blood only to receive 
results from the antibody test. 

The test site program, scheduled for the first 
blood samples to be drawn on July 1, attempts 
to address three major questions that have 
most concemed critics of the HTLV-3 test. The 
following is an analysis of the program as it will 
operate in San Francisco.

“Confidentiality 
Ever since Secretary of Health and Human 
Services Margaret Heckler predicted the 
development of the antibody test nearly one 
year ago, lesbian and gay activists have been 
concerned about the potential threats to 
privacy and civil liberties that the test would 
bring. Lambda Legal Defense Fund sought an 
injunction to halt the release of the test. Six- 
teen national and local gay organizations joined 
the National Gay Task Force in urging gay men 
not to take the test. Several AIDS organizations 
- simplified the discussion of the merits of the 
test toa highly-publicized slogan, ‘No Test Is 
Best.” 

However, the antibody test will indeed be 
available to-residents throughout the Bay Area 
at alternate test sites beginning July 1. The 
health department, the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, the AIDS Health Project, and 
special consultants have scrambled to set up 
an extensive computerized system to handle 
the expected 21,000 participants.

role in preparing people for the test; they no 
longer advise gay men not to take it. Rather, 
they have taken a neutral stance. What hap- 
pened to the warnings about the test? 

The California state legislature and Gover- 
nor George Deukmejian resolved one of the 
major problems with the antibody test. Legisla- 
tion sponsored by Art Agnos now Offers legal 
safeguards designed to protect the confiden- 
tiality of individuals who take the test, whether 


they do so while donating blood or at one of | 


the alternate sites. 

In addition, the local Department of Public 
Health has devised a means to give individuals 
appointments, draw their blood, send the sam- 
ple to the city laboratory, and report the results 
— all with anonymity for the person tested. 

How does it work? First of all, if an appoint- 
ment is desired, individuals should call (415) 
621-HTLV to make an appointment for the 
test. Operators will begin making appoint- 
ments on June 24. DO NOT CALL before that 
day. 

The operator will ask what time of day or 
evening is most convenient and which test site 
is desired by the caller. Then the operator will 
determine a code number for the caller, which 
consists of two letters and two numbers. The 
letters are the first two letters of the person's 
last name; the numbers are the day of birth. For 
instance, John Smith, born on September 15, 
would receive the code number ““SM15.”” That 
number is entered into a computer time 
schedule for, say, Health Center #1 at 7 pm on 
Wednesday, July 17. 

If someone forgets the scheduled time, a 
quick phone call to the appointment center 
can retrieve that information from the com- 
puter program by reconstructing the code 
number. 

The individual then presents his/her code 
number to the receptionist at the alternate test 
site, who confirms the appointment.

fixed to the phial of blood. An appointment 
will be made for the person to return in two 
weeks to get the results. The lab number will 
be affixed to an appointment card which iden- 
tifies the blood sample and the appointment 
time, but not the individual tested. If someone 
loses the code number, there is no way to 
determine which blood sample or test result 
belongs to that person. The whole process will 
have to be started once again. 

When the person returns to the alternate site 
for the scheduled appointment, the recep- 
tionist will check the person’s appointment 
card for the correct code number. The in- 
dividual will then meet with a counselor who 
will check the appointment number against the 
number on the returned lab report. The 
counselor will then tell the client the report 
from the lab, a positive, negative or — rarely 
— an indeterminate test result. The disclosure 
of the test result and the follow-up conversa- 
tion occur without the client's being identified. 


Anonymity at Other Sites

of private physicians? 

Anyone who donates at blood banks in 
California will have their blood submitted to 
the antibody test. The names of people who 
test positive ‘will be entered on a statewide 
donor deferral registry, a list of people not eligi- 
ble to donate blood. The registry also contains 
the names of people exposed to hepatitis, but 
does not specify the reason for the deferral 
Status. 

The Agnos legislation specifies that public 
disclosure of the test results is a misdemeanor, 
punishable by fines of as much as $10,000 and 
up to a year in jail for cases in which “bodily 
harm or psychological harm” results from 
disclosure of test results. 

If a private physician provides the antibody 
test, it is up to him or her to develop necessary 
procedures to protect the confidentiality of the 
patient. Clients who receive positive results 
from their doctors may request that the infor- 
mation not be entered into their medical 
records, which are not guaranteed confiden- 
tiality, as they may be subject to subpoena.

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California state law also permits individuals to 
obtain copies of their medical records from 
private physicians, clinics, and hospitals, if they 
want to double check. 

Applications for insurance still present 
potential problems. Officials at the city health 
department have explained that. people who 
have been told that they have positive results 
may be forced to reveal that information on ap- 
plications for health insurance. If the informa- 
tion given is not accurate and the person later 
develops AIDS, the person’s insurance could 
be subject to cancellation due to findings of 
“pre-existing conditions.’ While the Agnos 
legislation discourages the release of informa- 
tion by any second party, the effect of the 
antibody test results with the insurance in- 
dustry continues to present a grey area of 
uncertainty. 

Wherever the test is taken, it’s important for 
people to keep their own results. It’s not in- 
conceivable, within the current legal structure, 
that an insurance company wishing to press a 
claim, or an employer doing a background 
check, could question friends, neighbors and 
associates to find out test results on anybody. 


Reliability of the Test 


re the AIDS antibody tests any more 

reliable now than they were in Janu- 

ary when the government came un- 
der heavy criticism for a ‘premature’ release 
of the test kits? Government researchers took 
the question head-on during the recent Inter- 
national AIDS Conference in Atlanta. 

“J don’t think there will ever be a better 
assay, or test, for antibody than what we have 
right now,” asserted Robert Gallo, who iden- 
tified the HTLV-3 virus. Gallo adviséd his-col- 
leagues not to consider waiting for an antigen 
test that would detect the presence of the AIDS 
virus itself. 

“The antigen test will not indicate abSolute 
presence of the virus any better than does the 
antibody test,” said Gallo. The AIDS researcher 
revealed that the AIDS virus had been found 
in 80% of one sample of individuals who also 
had the antibody. Dr. Paul Feorino of the 
Centers for Disease Control added that he 
found the active virus in 22 of 25 blood donors 
who later tested positive for the antibody. 

These preliminary findings from studies 
with small numbers of subjects are of limited 
value to people who choose to take the anti- 
body test. That test only indicates exposure to 
the HTLV-3 virus; it does not reveal the 
presence or absence of the virus itself. 

Nevertheless, the research information from 
Atlanta has prompted many physicians and 
public health educators to re-evaluate their 
positions about the antibody test. Health of- 
ficials in San Francisco have stated that they

believe the antibody test is 99 percent accurate 
(although there is no hard research data to back 
this up at this time). Since the test was design- 
ed only to screen donations to the national 
blood supply, that possible one percent inac- 
curacy is reason enough for people at risk to 
continue avoiding donating blood. 

The San Francisco alternate test site program 
will attempt to get the most accurate readings 
possible. Once someone’s blood is drawn the 
sample will be delivered to the city’s 
laboratories, where it will be tested with one 
of the three government-licensed test kits. If 
the initial test produces a negative result, that 
report will be the one to go back to the site to 
give to the person tested. Laboratory staff ex- 
plain that any problems with this kind of test 
are usually with positive results. There are very 
seldom any “‘false-negative’’ results. 

However, if the first test shows a positive 
result using the test developed by manufac- 
turer A, the blood sample will then be re-tested 
using both the kits from manufacturer A and 
manufacturer B. A negative result from both 
kits-will be sent as a negative report. A positive 
result from both kits will be considered a 
positive report for the blood sample. If mix- 
ed results develop (i.e. one positive and one 
negative), then the’sample will be tested with 
a completely different kind of test, either the 
Western “Blot. -orcthe’ “thA. 
munofluorescence) test. This third trial should 
reveal either a positive or negative result that 
can be given to the client. 

Laboratory staff do not really know the in- 
cidence of indeterminate results, but they 
suspect a low rate of about five percent. Out 
of 400 blood samples already tested from par- 
ticipants in research studies, two registered in- 
determinate results. People from low-risk 
groups are expected to have a higher propor- 
tion of indeterminate results. 

Anyone who receives an indeterminate 
result may want to request another test several 
weeks later. It is very important that these in- 
dividuals keep their laboratory slip code 
number so that the earlier sample can be com- 
pared with the later test. Depending upon the

For What Purpose? 


On January 30th of this year, the San Fran- 
cisco AIDS Foundation released its official 
statement on HTLV-3 testing. One paragraph 
states: ‘Individuals should be aware that this 
test will NOT provide answers to such ques- 
tions as: Am I healthy? Do I have AIDS? Am I 
a carrier of AIDS? Have I been exposed to 
AIDS? Can I give AIDS to someone else?”” Now, 
four months later, the antibody test still will not 
provide answers to those questions. 

If anything has characterized AIDS from the 
very beginning, it is uncertainty. One of the re- 
maining uncertainties is: what will people at 
risk do with the test results they receive? 

Dean Echenberg, MD, chief epidemiologist 


improving their health status. He suggested 
that people who take the test should respond 
in basically the same way, whether their results 
are positive or negative. ‘‘If I’m negative, how 
do I stay that way?” and “‘If I’m positive, how 
do I keep it from going to full-blown AIDS?” 
A majority of gay health activists at the Atlan- 
ta AIDS conference agreed that if someone’s 
response to the test should be the same 
whether the results are positive or negative, 
why bother taking the test? In addition, they 
fear that the whole test experience will only 
add undue stress to the worried well. And they 
noted that stress itself is a suppressant of the 
immune system. 

There isn’t a consensus for this position. Dr. 
Bruce Voeller, former executive director of the 
National Gay Task Force and current president 
of the Mariposa Foundation, has urged that the 
gay organizations withdraw their opposition 
to the antibody test. 

“It’s not true that there is no medical value 
from the test,’ Voeller said. ‘‘If I have a piece 
of information that I have a 20 percent chance 


"of getting a fatal disease, and that some change 


in my behavior may put me in the other 80 
percent, I’m going to want to know,” he 
explained. 

Researchers believe thatrepeated exposure 
to the AIDS virus may place one at greater risk 
of developing full-blown AIDS. They also ex- 
pect that various co-factors such as use of pop- 
pers, alcohol and drugs, poor health habits, 
and other diseases make individuals more 
susceptible to the development of AIDS. 

Dr. Echenberg recently expressed his con- 
cern that health educators may be relaxing 
their efforts to convince gay men to adopt safe 
sex practices. “Fifty percent of the gay men in 
the city may be negative for exposure to this

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have an unreasonable expectation of 

myself: I feel that I should do every- 

thing “right” when it comes to Cait- 

lin. My need to be perfect really plays 

itself out when it comes to mothering. And | 

wonder how much of that has to do with be- 

ing a lesbian mother. Not only will I judge 

myself for mistakes that affect my child, but 

society will perceive my lesbianism to be the 
cause of any difficulty she may experience. 

So, when I make decisions, | am crowded 
by considerations of what the “right” thing to 
do is. ve been trying to decide with Marie 
where Caitlin should go to kindergarten. To 
begin with, this is a decision which many 
parents find difficult. | found it almost impossi- 
ble. The things I wanted seemed not to exist! 

I wanted a multi-cultural, stimulating en- 
vironment with reasonable sized classes that 
would support Caitlin’s lifestyle—me as a 
single lesbian parent and Marie as a cO-parent. 
And I was raised on the belief that public 
schools are the way to go, because they 
become depleted if we don’t invest in them. 
I believe that, all things being equal, it reflects 
a great deal of privilege to choose a private 
school. So, politically, I had a conflict. How 
could I get support for Caitlin as a “different” 
child, for myself as a parent in a non-traditional 
family, good education and political correct- 
ness (i.e. public schools). The truth is that all 
these values .didn’t-exist-in one place. So. that 
meant there was no right decision, that I must 
compromise. 

I think if 1 were heterosexual, I might choose 
to compromise different things. To begin with, 
support for Caitlin’s family situation might not 
be so crucial. If her family looked like other

families, I might not worry so much about the 
messages she might get at school. But when I 
found a very political private school where 
they talk about lesbianism and confront kids’ 
homophobia, where they were supportive of 
us and I knew they would be, Kindergarten 
through 6th grade, it was hard to pass up. 

The decision to send her there clearly 
reflects my middle-class values in terms of 
choices on how to spend money and priorities. 
Although my income at this point is certainly 
not middle-class, | placed a premium on giv- 
ing her the experience she will have there. But 
I’m left with a feeling that I haven't really got- 
ten what I was looking for, because the socie- 
ty doesn’t really have it to offer. | wonder, too, 
what the ramifications are of this choice; to 
segregate her from the public schools, to pro- 
tect her from the kind of hurt she might ex- 
perience there. 

Many mothers are protective. Am I over- 
protecting her because of some feeling that 
things are going to be harder for her because 
of my lifestyle? Am I protecting myself from 
vulnerability to internal messages that I’m not 
doing the best job I can? I feel the need to have 
Caitlin in situations where I feel comfortable, 
where my lesbianism is openly acknowledg- 
ed and I can explicitly state what I want in sup- 
port for her. On the positive side, this is a 
responsible attempt to minimize the possible 


_ill effects of ahomophobic society on her. Flip 


side—it may be harder for her to learn to take 
care of herself in situations where she is being 
judged. 

This question of external judgement comes 
up often. When Caitlin first became aware of 
pleasure at touching her body, expressing her

childhood sexuality, I had a momentary clutch 
of fear that if the straight world were aware that 
I encouraged her to enjoy her own body and 
sensuality, this would be seen as connected 
with my sexuality somehow—I was afraid 
something very normal and natural would be 
perverted and twisted in other people's minds. 

Along with being a lesbian mother, I am also 
a radical mother. My child doesn’t have to 
wear pajamas to bed if she doesn’t want to. She 
has choices about what she does with her time. 
She has freedom to explore herself and is view- 
ed in her family as an equal and independent 
person. She can express her anger, love, fright 
or any other feelings. And yet, I often have the 
sense that the straight world might attribute my 
open attitudes to my lesbianism, and then the 
unreasoning fear of losing her comes. There 
is an internal pressure to be traditional so that 
I risk less. Yet, as a parent and a person, I can’t 
in good conscience do so. 

Is there a relationship between my style of 
parenting and my lesbianism? I’m never clear. 
I feel I take more chances and I’m less afraid 
of being radical in my life because I have gone 
through the process of coming out as a lesbian. 
This includes the kinds of family ties I create 
for myself and the decisions | make about 
parenting. It’s difficult to say whether I might 
make the same choices as a heterosexual. 

Whatever the truth is about that, I know my 
attitudes about parenting are different from the 
cultural norm. I know that studies in which we 
attempt to prove that our kids are just the same 
as everybody else’s often irritate me, because 
I don’t particularly want to prove that our 
daughters play with dolls, our boys with guns. 
What I want is for our children to reflect the 
kind of androgyny and freedom of spirit which 
I value most in being a lesbian. Yet, to survive 
in the dominant culture, we have a tendency 
to want to prove we’re ‘“‘just like everyone.” 
How much does the proof really protect us? 
Very little, I believe. Certainly, it has become 
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easier for lesbian mothers to win custody of 
their children because of these studies, yet it 
also places us in a bind. What if we really aren't 
interested in raising our children to be like 
everyone else? Then, those of us who are non- 
traditional parents will get the heat of the 
homophobia, which still certainly exists in 
abundance. 

Before I had Caitlin, I thought a lot about 
what she would think about my lesbianism. In 
the simplicity of ignorance I told myself that 
my own pride and sense of identity would 
communicate to her and she would be proud 
of her family also. That may still be true. But 
what comes up for me much more often is a 
fear about those messages which come from 
outside. And the more radical and non- 
traditional I am, the more she’ll have to deal 
with that. 

| remember when she was very small, I ran 
a group for parents to talk about our issues as 
lesbians. A woman there who had teenagers 
said that she did not express any affection to 
her lover when her children had friends over 
because they didn’t want their friends to know 
that their mother was a lesbian. At the time, | 
thought ‘“‘that must be so difficult—I can’t im- 
agine being in the closet that way.” Yet as my 
own child gets older and more and more sen- 
sitive to the judgements of her peers, I can im- 
agine that the pressure for that kind of decision 
could become very intense. Even at four, the 
issue is beginning to show itself in her desire 
for Marie and I to look and act like all the other 
parents. 

So I spend a lot of money I don’t have and 
drive clear across town to delay the process of 
throwing her into the cold, cruel world. I give 
her more time in an environment which will, 
to some degree, offer support for us as a fami- 
ly. [make sure she’s going to be around other 
kids with lesbian parents. I protect her. I pro- 
tect myself from the pain of that time when she

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fter a long day of work recently, 
I came home to learn that my 
roommates had invited a friend 
of theirs to dinner and the friend 
was bringing his new lover.

70s. This involved a bit more controversy, 
because there were suddenly two perspec- 
tives. There were the older participants who 
had experienced the sexual lifestyle which 
hallmarked the gay Community at the time, and 
there was the youth whose life as an openly 
gay person had just begun a few years ago.

rejected traditional values to try new ones that 
befitted our awareness. Then a few years ago, 
about the time AIDS appeared, there was a big 
swing away from activism, with a new orien- 
tation towards personal achievement and suc- 
cess. Today, the result is that students and gays 
alike are more pragmatic. They seem to know 
they can’t change things from the bedroom, 
they want to change things from the 
boardroom. 

The young man’s views were positive and 
optimistic, and quite refreshing. 

The evening then took an interesting tugn. 

We had on our plates a strange vegetable | 
hadn't seen before. I asked if these were giant 
lima beans. The answer was ‘‘No, they're fava 
beans!’ 

Fava beans! Favism! 

To everyone’s surprise, | disappeared and 
returned with my textbook of medicine and 
began flipping pages. My memory had been 
jostled by the word fava. 

“Here it is,” I said. “ ‘Favism: a severe 
hemolytic anemia produced by the ingestion 
of the broad bean Vicia Fava. It may occur in 
about 10 percent of U.S. Negroes and may 
reach as high as 35 percent in certain African 
and Mediterranean populations.’ ”’ 

I looked up at our guest. 

He smiled and said, ‘“‘Don’t look at me. I

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Minnesota Woman 
Continues Custody 
Battle for (

relationship Karen Thompson 
will be alowed to maintain with 
her lover of four years, Sharon 
Kowalski. The results of a two-day hearing 
held in May on motions filed by Thompson 
and Donald Kowalski won't be known until 
early June. In the meantime, there’s a lot for 
Thompson to do besides wait. 

Karen Thompson is locked in a legal battle 
with Donald and Della Kowalski for the guard- 
ianship rights to Sharon Kowalski, who was 
left a quadriplegic following a November 1983 
car accident. Kowalski’s parents have denied 
that their daughter and Thompson were ever 
lovers and have fought bitterly to keep the two 
women apart (See “Minnesota Woman Sues 
for Guardianship of Disabled Lover; Parents 
Deny Relationship,’ Coming Up!/, May 1985). 
They have moved Sharon from a St. Cloud 
nursing home near Karen, to a Duluth nursing 
home 150 miles away and filed court motions 
to prevent Karen from bringing Sharon home 
for her recovery, “even from visiting her 
in the nursing hom, 

Atissue inthe May, — wearing were guard- 
ianship rights for either the Kowalskis or Karen 
and continued visitation rights for Karen. The 
Kowalski's maintain that Karen’s visits to 
Sharon leave their daughter depressed and 
should be stopped. 

At the hearing, Donald Kowalski testified 
that doctors “don't feel Sharon is going to get 
better.’ He said a caretaker at Park Point Manor 
told him that Sharon didn’t know what gay 
meant. He thinks she is getting excellent care 
at the Duluth nursing home and wants his 
daughter to stay there. Twice during the hear- 
ing Donald Kowalski’s attorney, Jack Fena, 
asserted that this case was not one of gay rights, 
and that the parents “should be in: control, the 
father should be the guardian, he should be in 
control of his daughter's life.” 

In a conversation with Coming Up!, Thomp- 
son related some of the questions Fena 
directed at Donald Dowalski:

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Fena: Do you believe Karen is a loved one of 
Sharon? 

Kowalski: No. 

Fena: What would it take to make you believe 
it? 

Kowalski: Nothing would make me believe it. 
Fena: If your motion fails to remove Karen, will 
you continue filing motions to have her 
removed? 

Kowalski: Yes. 

However, the bulk of the testimony on 
behalf of Kowalski’s parents centered on 
whether or not Sharon had disclosed her les- 
bianism to family members. Sharon’s sister, 
who asserted she and Sharon were very close, 
denied that Sharon had ever told her that 
Sharon and Karen were lovers. And Donald 
Kowalski denied the relationship had ever 
existed. 

Karen Thompson testified that she has been 
sharing information with Sharon, including 
details about her decision to go to the press 
with their story. She also talks to Sharon about 
the court proceedings. 

Psychiatrist and expert witness for Donald 
and Della Kowalski, Dr. George Cowan, spent 
ten minutes evaluating Sharon Kowalski prior 
to his testimony. He testified, as did Sharon’s 
sister, that Sharon becomes depressed im- 
mediately after her visits with Karen. He con- 
cluded that Sharon’s being told about the 
publicity of her relationship with Karen could 
have caused the depression she’s been in since 
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Bay Area demonstrations continue to mount in protest against the Reagan Administration s 
policies in Central America. Over 500 arrests were made in one week, as people pledged 
peaceful resistance to U.S. intervention abroad.

being moved to the Duluth nursing home. 
Donald Kowalski testified that Karen has a 
negative influence on Sharon. Sharon’s coutt- 
appointed attorney also told the court that he 
would like to restrict the things Karen and 
Sharon may discuss, because of the stress it ap- 
parently causes Sharon. 

A very different view was presented by Dr. 
Gail Gregor, a rehabilitation physician of Sister 
Kenny Institute, specializing in brain-injured 
patients. She acted as an expert witness on 
behalf of Karen Thompson, stating that depres- 
sion was ‘“‘almost universal” in brain-injured 
patients. She believes it’s beneficial for Sharon 
to be as actively informed as possible. 

Additionally, affidavits filed by three primary 
care-givers at Sharon’s nursing home disputed 
the assertions of Thompson’s “detrimental” ef- 
fects on Sharon Kowalski. One stated that 
Karen was important to Sharon’s recovery. 

Karen Thompson testified about her con- 
cerns over the quality of physical care Sharon 
has been receiving at the nursing home, in- 
cluding that at one point Sharon's teeth 
weren't brushed for several weeks. She talk- 
ed aNout how Sharon's doctor will not come 
to observe Sharon in her (Karen's) company. 
The doctor had read about Sharon’s abilities 
and willingness to communicate with Thomp- 
son in a local paper, but told nursing home staff

members that he “sincerely doubted this could 
be occurring. 

Karen also testified about the limitations she 
faces because the court won't allow her to take 
Sharon out of the nursing home. She said she 
has “‘to pull Sharon’s fingers from hers’’ when 
she has to leave and explain to Sharon that she 
can’t come home with her because of a court 
order. And she testified — to the visible shock 
of Sharon's parents — that Sharon has com- 
municated, on the typewriter, that she wanted 
Karen to make love to her. 

Sharon’s court-appointed attorney em- 
phasized that everyone concerned .“‘has to 
focus on what is in the best interest of Sharon 
Kowalski.’’ He does not feel Karen should be 
removed from Sharon’s visitor’s list. 

In closing arguments, Donald Kowalski’s at- 
torney held Kowalski family photographs in 
one hand and press clippings he’d collected 
about the case in the other. He said, “The fami- 
ly is the bedrock of our civilization in this 
country, of all our philosophies and all of our 
religions....’’ But the Minnesota Governor's 
Council for the Handicapped, the State Civil 
Rights Commission, Courage Center’s Brain In- 
jury Division and the Minnesota Gay and Les- 
bian Legal Assistance disagreed.

By Off-Duty S.F. Cops 
Goes to Trial

major courtroom trial spot- 
lighting accusations of police 
brutality convenes in San 
Francisco Superior Court on 
June 10. Focusing on the much publicized 
assault by off-duty police officers against 
women at Peg’s Place Bar in March of 1979, 
this trial may bring renewed attention to issues 
of responsible police behavior in San 
Francisco. 

Arash of recent incidents supports the claim 
that the City Police Department does not 
seriously punish misconduct within its ranks. 
In light of the Rathskellar scandal, the raid at 
Lord Jim’s, the harassment of Marilyn 
Chambers, and the invasion of an elementary 
school by armed policemen, plaintiffs’ at- 
torney Tom Steel hopes to tie the Peg’s Place 
incident with the repeated failures of the City 
and the Police Department to enforce internal 
disciplinary action. In fact, investigation into 
the Peg’s Place case reveals that from 1974 to 
1982 there were over one thousand com- 
plaints of excessive force and brutality by San 
Francisco police officers, yet no one was ever 
fired for those reasons. 

The impeding Superior Court trial is a civil 
suit to recover damages sustained during the 
altercation at Peg’s Place, a lesbian baron 
Geary’ Street, on the evening of March 31, 
1979. Plaintiffs Erlinda Symaco (the owner of 
Peg's Place), Alene Levine and Kathryn Miller 
are suing the City and County of San Francisco 
and Police Officers Daniel Marr and Michael 
Kelly, the two men charged with physical 
assault against the plaintiffs. Two other men in- 
volved in the incident are also being sued; 
civilian Kevin Guerin who was accompanying 
the off-duty officers and Police Lieutenant D J. 
Philpott, who headed the initial investigation 
into the fracas. They are each represented by 
a defense attorney. City Attorney Phil Ward 


will defend the City and County of San 
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don’t have African or Mediterranean ancestry.” 

“Clarification?” I asked. 

“Well, I'm certainly aware of the prejudice 
in America for having black skin, but actually, 
my extraction is East Indian and American 
Indian.” 

He continued, ‘““White America doesn't 
make such distinctions about color or facial 
characteristics. Any shade of Black is BLACK, 
and the shape of the face is irrelevant. As a mat- 
ter of fact, some of the worst prejudice I have 
felt was when visiting black Africa where they 
do measure such things. They knew I was not 
of African descent, and they pushed me aside.” 

He was comfortable talking about the issue; 
in fact, he welcomed the opportunity, so I felt 
comfortable in asking more questions. 

“Do you feel the pressure of racist attitudes 
in the gay community?” I asked. 

“I certainly do,” he replied, ‘“‘but I must tell 
you, I have found being gay in the Black com- 
munity is a lot easier. There are-a lot of gay 
Blacks, the same ratio as in the white com- 
munity, I imagine, but they don’t need to 
separate themselves from their own communi- 
ty the way whites do. It’s accepted. Nobody 
makes a big deal out of it.” 

His candor and his insight was beginning to 
open my eyes. This was the first time I was 
hearing a gay Black perspective from the 

‘inside. 

“I feel I have an easier time than white gays,” 
he mused, “‘especially if I'm applying for a job. 
I can dress like a peacock, or wear jewelry, and 
it’s not automatically considered effeminate or 
gay, it’s just considered ethnic. Buta white gay 
is labeled immediately. People, including my 
own, see me as Black, and that’s enough to 
deal with in this country. The last thing we 
need is to heap another label on ourselves. And 
my brothers, they make it with other guys, 


Francisco. 

The Peg’s Place incident, now over six years 
old, will be recapitulated during the trial. On 
that night in March, a group of off-duty police 
officers went on a bar-hopping escapade that 
purportedly included throwing beer bottles off 
a motorized cable car, shouting derogatory 
comments at women and urinating into a 
crowded street. The group, numbering ten to 
twelve men, decided to go to Peg’s Place; as 
they approached the bar’s entrance, patrons 
and doorperson Alene Levine heard them 
making references to “‘dykes”’ and saying, 
“Let's go get the dykes.” They appeared 
intoxicated. 

They were joined by another police officer, 
undercover Vice Officer Daniel Marr, who 
happened to be standing near another bar one 
half-block from Peg’s Place. Since Marr worked 
irregular hours and in street clothes, it was 
unclear whether or not he was on duty. Marr, 
now leading the group, became abusive 
toward Levine, who asked the bartender to call 
the police. According to Levine, Marr stated, 
“they were the cops and could do as they 
damn well pleased.”’ 

Levine attempted to block the door with a 
wooden stick, but Marr, with the support of 
swearing officers, pushed-her backwards out 
of the doorway. She was able to resist Marr, but 
a short while later Officer Michael Kelly and 
Kevin Guerin entered the bar. Owner Erlinda 
Symaco asked to see Kelly's identification; as 
she examined it, someone exclaimed, “the 
cops are here,” indicating the arrival of 
uniformed officers summoned earlier. 

Kelly, apparently panicked at being an intox- 
icated police officer implicated in an assault in 
a lesbian bar, lunged at Symaco to retrieve his 
I.D. She fell and he dropped on top of her. 
choking and dragging her by the neck across 
the floor. Other women intervened; when bar 
patron Kathryn Miller tried to aid Symaco, she 
was brutally bitten by Kelly. Finally, uniformed 
officers pulled Kelly off Symaco. 


they just don’t make it a public statement.” 
I made the observation that the gay com- 
munity, the openly gay community that is, has 
ghettoized itself as a natural reaction to the 
negativity surrounding the gay lifestyle. 
“Right,”’ he said. ‘And being Black natural- 


ly ghettoizes us, but it’s a stronger bond than 
one’s sexual preference. Our families are close 
and supportive. We can sing in choruses, be 
hairdressers, and live with a male lover. We just 
don’t make a lot of noise about it.” 

It turned out to be a stellar evening. 
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In the ensuing confusion, uniformed officers 
refused to arrest Marr, who left with an epithet 
to Levine, “I’m going to get you, bitch.’ On 
the way out he struck Levine in the chest and 
slammed Symaco’s arm in the door. Guerin 
also left after whacking Levine with a pool cue. 
Although Kelly was detained, other officers in 
the intoxicated group were allowed to leave 
the premises. Of the five uniformed officers at 
the scene, none took a single witness name or 
statement. 

Later that night, at the Richmond District 
police station, Lt. Philpott did not tape 
statements, gave no sobriety tests, and refus- 
ed to identify the names of officers involved. 
Not until the next morning, after repeated re- 
quests by Symaco and Levine, was Daniel Marr 
identified as the officer who instigated the 
incident. 

In the months following the incident, due 
to public outcry and pressure from Symaco 
and Levine, an intensive Internal Affairs in- 
vestigation was launched. Eventually, both 
Marr and Kelly were charged for striking the 
women and lying about the incident. In August 
1979, Marr was criminally convicted for this 
offense and has had numerous complaints 
against him for misconduct since. Still, neither 
officer was fired by the police department. 
Guerin, also charged with battery, was instead 
convicted of disturbing the peace. According 
to,Steel, adequate disciplinary action was also 
not taken against Philpott and other officers 
who failed to properly investigate on the night

of the incident. Most controversially, District 
Attorney Joseph Freitas dropped all charges 
against Kelly, allegedly due to insufficient 
evidence. 

As a result of the physical assault, Symaco 
was hospitalized for 21 days for back injuries, 
cuts and bruises. Her back injuries have 
worsened and she has been hospitalized 
repeatedly due to complications; she current- 
ly requires an additional operation. Levine suf- 
fered a concussion and loss of coordination 
and was hospitalized for five days. Miller sus- 
tained a severe bite wound. All the women 
claim to have suffered extreme emotional 
distress. Thus far, the City of San Francisco has 
accepted no financial responsibility for any of 
the resulting medical bills. 

With the trial, Symaco and the other plain- 
tiffs hope to win financial reparations to Cover 
medical costs and other damages. They also 
hope to draw critical attention to the fact that 
Marr still works for the police force, despite the 
repeated complaints against him. Symaco 
stated that by continuing to stand up for her 
rights, she hopes to set a positive example for 
fighting injustice. 

Plaintiffs’ attorney Steel added that the 
tolerance for police brutality at Peg’s Place set 
the groundwork for further incidents of har- 
rassment. He hopes to stress the point that the 
City of San Francisco must be accountable for 
the conduct of its police department. 

The jury trial is expected to run three weeks 
and observers are encouraged to attend.

Still Pending: Condom Research 


he research question is simple and 
direct: Will condoms block passage 


of the AIDS virus? Late last year we ; 


reported that the San Francisco AIDS Founda- 
tion was about to commission laboratory tests 
to answer the “condom question.”’ Marcus Co- 
nant, MD, dermatologist and AIDS researcher 
at the University of California San Francisco, 
was expected to conduct the research, Conant 
had previously demonstrated that condoms 
block transmission of the herpes simplex virus 
(HSV-2), and the logistics of the AIDS virus ex- 
periment would be similar to those already: 
established for the HSV-2 test. The AIDS virus 
isolated by Jay Levy, MD, also at UCSF, offered 
a readily available candidate virus for the study. 

The local AIDS organization has also been 
developing a large scale “condom campaign” 
to encourage use of the prophylactics. The 
campaign would obviously benefit from hard 
data showing that condoms can block the 
AIDS agent. 

Now, six months later, the story is the same: 
the AIDS Foundation is “about to commis- 
sion” the condom research. And the condom 
campaign is ‘‘almost ready” to release. The 
delays have occurred along every step of the 
way. Dick Pabich, manager of the UCSF AIDS 
Clinical Research Center, explained to Coming 
Up/in mid-March that just writing the proposal 
had taken two months. “In fact, writing the 
research protocols has taken more time than 
the actual testing itself will require,” Pabich 
added. He explained then that the AIDS Foun- 
dation had received the protocol a few weeks 
earlier. According to Holly Smith, public rela- 
tions officer for the Foundation, funds had 
been set aside for the research; but due to the 
lengthy delays in developing the proposal, the 
money had already been allotted for other 
projects. 

The research itself is expected to cost about 
$5,000, nota great sum as research projects go. 
In the meantime, the need for the condom data 
became more and more apparent. Although 
AIDS educators and physicians could en- 
courage condom use to prevent several sexual- 
ly transmitted diseases, they realized that some 
people at risk needed the extra boost of hard 
data to convince them that condoms offered 
a reasonable response to the threat of AIDS 
transmission. During the International AIDS 
Conference recently held in Atlanta, several 
researchers referred to the lack of condom 
research data. The conference provided an 
ideal opportunity to advocate condom use 
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based on solid research results, But the oppor- 
tunity passed without any — such 
announcement. 

In San Francisco, overtures to the city health 
department for the necessary research dollars 
were unsuccessful. While the city has provid- 
ed considerable funds for patient services and 
public education, it has avoided committing 
money tO medical research. City officials 
believe that scientific research should more ap- 
propriately be funded by the state and federal 
governments. 

Sam Puckett, coordinator of the innovative 
Stop AIDS Project and consultant to the AIDS 
Foundation, explained that another obstacle 
was presented by the researchers who wanted 
to publish the data in a medical journal before 
the data was used in a promotional campaign. 
The peer review and publication schedule 
often require several months. 

According to several of the players in the 
research effort, the period of delays, negotia- 
tions, and scarcity of funds appears to have 
ended. Sam Puckett said he has obtained 
money from the Foundation’s education 
budget for the research. The researchers will 
allow the data to appear in advertising without 
first being published in a medical journal. And 
Dick Pabich suggested that the research should 
be completed by the end of June. The Foun- 
dation’s condom use campaign is also ex- 
pected to get under wav in the next few wecks. 

The many delays with the condom research 
reveal the difficulties faced by educators and 
researchers who must face serious AIDS- 
related crises and needs every day. Those 
problems are compounded by the scarcity of

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research funds. Nevertheless, the six-month 
delay in the research and the educational cam- 
paign indicate that the AIDS Foundation needs 
to develop methods to pursue its program 
priorities even in the midst of daily crises. If cir- 
cumstances require that special projects be 
placed on the ‘“‘back burner,” the community 
should be informed of that decision. 


Therapy Dilemma Update 


The federal government and a California 
pharmaceutical firm have eased slightly the 
problems with obtaining experimental anti- 
viral drugs by people with AIDS. The U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration has authorized 
Newport Pharmaceuticals to provide the ex- 
perimental drug isoprinosine to any AIDS pa- 
tient whose doctor requests it. Previous to this 


} authorization, people diagnosed with AIDS 


had been obtaining the drug in Mexico, where 
it is legal. Bringing the drug into this country, 
however, was illegal. Many other patients were 
unable to afford the trip south. The dilemma 


F faced by people with AIDS was first reported 


in the May issue of Coming Up! (‘New 
Therapies Pose Dilemma for People with 
AIDS’). The San Francisco Chronicle publish- 
ed a similar story a week later, and the FDA 
made its ruling the following week. 

Doctors must complete forms to comply 
with the FDA ruling. Once the drug firm has 
processed the paperwork, it will supply the ap- 
plicant with the drug. Doctors must then file 
reports on the progress of their patients who 
receive the drug. 

Although the government action addressed 
the demand for isoprinosine, there was no in- 
dication whether other experimental anti-viral 
drugs would also become available. Many pa- 
tients have unsuccessfully tried to obtain 
ribavirin suramin and HPA-23. A great number 
of individuals, especially from New York, have 
travelled to Paris seeking treatment with 
HPA-23, a drug that has shown some promise 
in slowing the growth of the AIDS virus. 


Suramin Treatments 


Although none of the anti-viral drugs used 
in AIDS therapy programs has earned status as 
a ‘breakthrough treatment,” a few continue 
to show promising results. One of these is 
suramin, a drug used to treat African sleeping 
sickness. Suramin was suggested as a possible 


‘treatment for AIDS disorders late last year as 


a result of laboratory trials. A joint effort be- 
tween scientists from the St. Pierre University 
Hospital in Brussels, Belgium, and researchers 
from Centre Hospitalier de Kigali in the African 
nation of Rwanda recently found suramin to 
produce short-term clinical and immunological 
progress in African patients with AIDS-Related 
Complex. 

In the April 13 issue of Lancet, Dr. Domini- 
que Rouvroy and her colleagues presented 
data from experiments with five Rwandese pa- 
tients who had fever, night sweats, loss of 
more than 10% body weight lasting for 5-12 
months, and esophogeal candidiasis (thrush). 
The patients also suffered from generalized 
lymphadenopathy, chronic diarrhea, and 
chronic arthralgias (pain in one or more joints). 
The researchers administered a dose of 20 
mg/kg body weight every 5 days for 35 days 
to evaluate the efficacy and tolerance to 
suramin. 

Positive results were quick to appear. All the 
patients improved after the first suramin injec- 
tion. The lymphadenopathy, arthralgias, and 
diarrhea disappeared. Three of the patients 
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gained weight, and chest x-rays of one patient 
who had tuberculosis were clear. Another pa- 
tient who presented with presumptive 
pneumocystis before the suramin injection im- 
proved at first but later continued with high 
fevers, dysapnea (air hunger), and evidence of 
a malarial infection. He died 12 weeks after the 
suramin treatment. 

The patients tolerated the drug well, 


countering early reports of toxic side effects 


from suramin administration. Two of the pa- 
tients did develop transient fever and weakness 
after the first two injections. The treatments 
also increased the T-cell helper/suppressor 
ratio in four patients and improved the pa- 
tients’ hypersensitivity to tuberculin and to a 
plant substance that triggers an antibody 
response in healthy individuals. The patients 
did not register an immune response when ex- 
posed to the candidin substance. 

These results are preliminary, and the 
number of subjects in the trial was small. 
However, the results led the researchers to 
conclude, ‘This preliminary study suggests 
that suramin influenced the short-term clinical 
and immunological progress of four of these 
five patients who had AIDS-related complex or 
even AIDS itself. Further work is needed to 
find out if this drug can affect the poor pro- 
gnosis of patients with full-blown AIDS.”’ 


Computer Visualization 


A new computer video game called “Killer 
T-Cell” has merged video technology with 
beliefs that the mind can help heal the body. 
Elton Stubblefield, a cancer researcher at M.D. 
Anderson Hospital in Houston, invented the 
video game to educate children about cancer. 
When word of the game got out, it achieved 
popularity with visualization therapists and 
cancer patients. 

The game sets up a tense ‘‘chase scene”’ be- 
tween the killer T-cells and the multiplying 
cancer cells. In the game, the white killer T- 
cells must search through a maze of normal 
tissue that includes green normal cells and 
orange or purple cancer cells. The white cells 
must destroy the orange or purple cells before 
they are terminated by the cancerous cells. If 
players accumulate enough points, they may 
kill 80% of the cancerous cells by having 
chemotherapy. If the player wins, the game an- 
nounces a cure. If the cancer cells are vic- 
torious, the patient ‘‘suffers” a relapse and must 
play the game again. 

In an interview with Omni magazine 
(November 1984), Stubblefield explained the 
rationale behind his invention. “‘Some 
evidence suggests that it may be possible for 
people with cancer to get their immune 
systems back on track by means of visualiza- 
tion exercises, in which you imagine your T- 
cells devouring cancer cells.”” The cancer 
researcher added that even if the game only 
helped cancer patients feel better as they 
whiled away the hours, he would be pleased. 

Stubblefield has sold more than 400 “Killer 
T-Cell” computer programs, many of them to 
hospitals. The game can be played on any of 
the Apple Ul series computers, and it is ex- 
pected to soon be available for the Com- 
modore 64 and IBM personal computers.

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CAN AIDS 
BE TRANSMIT TED 
THROUGH KISSING? 


Because of recent discoveries about saliva 
and disease, there are questions about AIDS 
and its possible transmission by saliva. 

We do not have answers to all the questions. 
We do have the best available information, 
medical opinions, and observations from 
leading AIDS researchers. 


Contact with infected saliva passes 
many diseases. 
Here's what we know: 

Many viral diseases are passed from one 
individual to another as a result of contact with 
“infected” saliva. The common cold, flu, cold 
sores, cytomegalovirus (CMV) and mononucle- 
osis can all be transmitted by contact with 
the saliva of an infected individual. 

On the other hand, some diseases do not 
have the ability to easily and casually infect 
individuals. Even though Hepatitis B virus is 
present in saliva, there is little evidence 
that people have contracted Hepatitis B from 
kissing. 

There are different ways of looking 

at the problem. 

Basically, there are two kinds of research 
being conducted in the study of the transmis- 
sion of AIDS through saliva. 

In one area of research, epidemiologists 
study the habits, lifestyles, and sexual practices 
of persons with AIDS to try and determine 
how they contracted the disease. 

In a separate but related area, virologists 
have searched for the specific AIDS virus and 
antibody. While epidemiologists try to deter- 
mine how the disease is spread, virologists try 
to locate the possible places where the virus 
can exist and the physical routes (called 
vectors) the virus uses to spread from one

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person to another. | 
According to Dr. Edward Brandt, former 
Assistant Secretary for Health, “Epidemiologic 
patterns of transmission consistent over the 
past three years lead us to believe that AIDS is 
transmitted only through blood, blood prod- 
ucts, and semen. After more than three years 
and more than 6,000 cases in the U.S., we 
have not seen a case where saliva seems to be 
the plausible route of transmission” 
Epidemiologists who have been studying 
this disease since the beginning of the epidemic 
generally agree that saliva is not likely to be 
an effective means of transmitting AIDS. 
Although researchers agree that AIDS is 
probably not spread by kissing, they are not 
certain. In one study, researchers found the sus- 
pected AIDS virus (HTLV-3) and its antibody 
in the saliva of some people who had been 
exposed to AIDS. There is no hard evidence that 
the virus is or is not transmitted through saliva. 
Dr. Jerome Groopman, AIDS researcher, 
says, “Saliva is very unlikely to be an important 


means of transmission for this disease... but 
it is a potential vector (means of transmission) 

Because of the possible risk, “wet” kissing. 
is defined as “Possibly Safe’ 


Make an informed decision. 
If you are making decisions about safer sex 
and intimate kissing, remember: Epidemiolo- 
gists say there is no evidence that saliva is 
an effective means of transmitting AIDS. How- 
ever, the AIDS virus has been found in saliva; 
consequently, saliva could be a method of 
transmission. Also remember that, as with all 
“Possibly Safe” sex practices, risk increases 
with multiple partners: : 
Use your judgment. But do not use the 
uncertainty of the saliva issue as an excuse to 
engage in known Unsafe Sex practices. 
Researchers don't have all the answers, 
but medical experts agree that safer sexual 
practices can help stop the spread of AIDS. 
There's some question about what’s completely 
safe. There’s no question about what's 
completely unsafe.

Gay Hairdressers

t is not unusual to hear innuendos 

about the sexual identities of interior 

designers, florists, and antique dealers, 

but hairdressers are the most widely 

perceived as stereotypically gay. The swishy, 

limp-wristed, acid-tongued ‘“hairburner”’ suf- 

fers the disdain of many people, both non-gay 
and gay. 

While the profession has been subjected to 
condescension from some quarters, individual 
hairdressers have become prominent in recent 
years through high-powered publicity. An ex- 
ample is Jose Eber, ‘the hairstylist of the stars,” 
who provides $100 haircuts in his Beverly Hills 
salon to the likes of Farrah Fawcett, Cher, and 
Barbara Walters. ‘Eber isn’t just a hairdresser,” 
gushes People magazine, “he’s a cult figure.” 

Eber is, by any standard, flamboyant. His 
book, Shake Your Head, Darling, uses 
word ‘darling’ more frequently than Tallul 
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Bankhead did in her entire career. Eber 
dedicated the book ‘‘to my mother who has 
believed in me all my life,...encouraged me to 
be me, and stood up to my father, who...was 
very much against my being a hairstylist.” 

Opposition from parents is a frequently 
heard theme from hairdressers. When Texas- 
born Ivory Wesley “‘left the phones ringing” 
at the finance company in San Francisco where 
he was working and signed up for beauty 
school, ‘‘My parents freaked out...for a man at 
that time in Texas to even consider hairdress- 
ing was, like, taboo. If you were a hairdresser 
you were labeled a blazing faggot.” 

Known in the trade by his first name only, 
Ivory was familiar with hairdressing from the 
time he lived with an aunt who had a beauty 
shop in Dallas. For him, moving to San Fran- 
cisco was “‘the beginning of the yellow brick 
road, I started choosing which roads and 


which turns I would take.”’ 

He was in Vidal Sassoon’s first class in the 
United States in 1974 and has trained in Paris 
and London as well. Ivory observed that 
English and European attitudes toward hair- 
dressers are not influenced by the gay 
stereotype as much as in the United States. He 
also noted that European straight male hair- 
dressers are not nearly as defensive as their 
equivalents here: ‘‘Straight men whom I have 
worked with here feel that they have to keep 
a guard up, that they have to protect a macho 
image...Most of them are uptight.”’ 

“Mr. Lee’”’ Bledsoe, married and the father 
of two, opened his first shop in 1957. His cur- 
rent salon fills a four-story townhouse on Nob 
Hill. ‘‘Hairdressers and interior decorators got 
a bum rap in being stereotyped gay,”’ he says, 
“In Europe, most hairdressers got into it 
because it was the family business and had 
been passed on from generation to 
generation.’ 

Bledsoe worked his way through college 
cleaning a beauty shop at night. When the 
owners took him to a hair show, he was caught 
up in what he perceived as a glamorous, 
sophisticated world of fashion. Bledsoe states 
that “hairdressing is a very good business. It 
doesn’t take a lot of high intelligence and you 
can make a lot of monéy...you get to meet a 


lot of people you would never otherwise get 
to meet.’’ He mentions that when the 
Democratic national convention was in town, 
Geraldine Ferraro and Joan Mondale came to 
his shop. (Ivory, too, speaks of celebrity 
clients, mentioning stars of both Dallas and 
Dynasty.) 

Bledsoe remembers that his father opposed 
his career choice. ‘He refused to give me any 
support...I had to work my way through beau- 
ty school...I remember when I first started in 
the business I wouldn’t even tell people when 
I went out socially that I was in the hair 
business, because automatically they would 
kind of zing in on you and think you were flitty 
and maybe assume you were gay.” 

Bledsoe thinks that “discrimination among 
the gays is stronger than that from straights. 
One comes to work in the shop who is real 
swishy, the other gay hairdressers back off. 
They don’t want to have a drink with him after 
work.” 

Negative attitudes from some gay men 
towards stereotypically effeminate men, 
whatever their profession, is not unusual these 
days. A generation of gay men who have been 
liberated from the old effeminate role-playing 
have assumed macho identities for themselves 
— and, often, intolerance for those who don't 
do the same. Among hairdressers, both types 
are represented. 

In Loving Someone Gay, Don Clark points 
out that ‘‘stereotypic generalizations acted as 
self-fulfilling prophecies for many gay people 
because they thought that was how they were 
supposed to act, think, and feel if they were 
gay.’ The observations of Carol Anti, a non- 
gay woman who has been in the hair business 
for five years, fit Clark’s idea as applied to hair- 
dressers. “‘It is sometimes developed after they 
come into the business,” she says. “I’ve seen 
people become more and more the hairdresser 
stereotype. They come in with one attitude. 
The next thing they’re waving the scissors and 
it’s, ‘Daaarling, how are you?’ You sometimes 
become what people expect to see. A lot of 
clients want that, they eat it up. They love that 
typical hairdresser attitude....”’ 

Anti works at Prima Facie, a highly suc- 
cessful Castro Street salon that serves men and 
women, gay and non-gay. Bledsoe, in a more 
conservative market, believes that his clientele 
“would not accept a very swishy operator.”’ 
What do female clients want their hair- 
dressers to be like? In her Book of Beauty, 
Diane von Furstenberg counsels that ““your 
hairdresser should really be one of your best 
friends.”’ In the film Shampoo, Warren Beatty 
portrays a hairdresser who carries things 
beyond friendship and into sexual involve- 
ment with his clients. 

Sitting in a stylist’s chair surely is a physical, 
even sensual experience. The hairdresser plays 
with your hair, massages your scalp, leans 
against you, and focuses on your physical ap- 
pearance. All of the hairdressers interviewed 
agreed that many non-gay male hairdressers 
“come on” to their clients — and that there are 
some women who encourage that activity — 
but it seems reasonable to assume that most 
women don’t want that kind of attention in the 
beauty shop. 

Ivory says, “Being a gay man, I don't have 
to deal with the sexual side of what goes on 
in the shop. I can relate in another way. The 
sexual thing with the clientele is sometimes a 
hindrance to the straight men in the business 
[ have seen good hairdressers — straight men 
— lose clients because the sexual tension 
became a hassle. The gay hairdresser doesn't 
have the sexual tension with the client.” 

Robert Bardeau, supervisor of instruction at 
the Marinello School of Beauty Culture, 
believes that most women prefer gay hair- 
dressers so they don’t have to fear sexual 
harassment. He also suggests that women like 
to share a good “dish” with a gay man, which 
wouldn't be expected from a non-gay male 
hairdresser. 

Carol Anti thinks that women are more 
receptive to a male operator's opinions about 
how they look than they are to a female's 
opinions.’ There are a lot of women who 
prefer a man,” she says. ‘The first time that a 
woman called and turned down an appoint- 
ment with me because she wanted a man to 
do her hair, I was crushed. I’ve had to prove 

myself more so because of those attitudes. 
Whether it’s aman or woman, it is the caliber 
of the work that should count.”’

We joke that we hold Elsa Lanchester and 
Charles Laughton as our role models, although 
we're not sure which of us is Charles and 
which is Elsa. But actually we have a number 
of gay and lesbian friends who are in marriages 
such as the one we’re planning. Some are hav- 


ing children, some aren’t, and some are hav-_ 
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ing children without getting married. But all are 
refusing to confine themselves to any pre- 
conceived idea of what a “gay” or “‘strait”’ rela- 
tionship should be. Many gays and lesbians 
have attempted to imitate the pairbonding of 
heterosexual tradition, and that may be best for 
them. (Indeed my whole point is that all rela- 
tionships should be individually constructed 
and defined by the participants to their best 
fulfillment.) At the same time, we have in real- 
ity built more of a network of interactive erotic 
and platonic relationships. Within those we 
may look at how best to utilize the existing 
social institutions — such as matrimony — to 
strengthen specific parts of that network. 

Marriage has been too much locked into ser- 
vice to social prejudices and reinforcement of 
closed pair-bonding. We have the opportuni- 
ty, as gay men and female friends, as lesbians 
and male friends, to strengthen our network- 
ing across sex lines not only for economic 
benefits, but also for personal and spiritual 
enrichment. It also offers the opportunity to 
build ties and community which is not 
separatist, but inclusive. I have many strait and 
bi friends deeply involved in the “‘gay com- 
munity.” By reaching out in formal and infor- 
mal ties with those men and women, we 
broaden and strengthen ourselves personally 
and collectively. 

There are numerous rewards in our culture 
for marriage. The recent and continuing strug- 
gle for “‘domestic partner benefits” is one good 
way of extending traditional spousal benefits, 
but it seems a long, uphill struggle, even in San 
Francisco. Unless you work for the city of 
Berkeley, don’t hold your breath. We can take 
advantage of spousal benefits through mixed- 
sex marriages when any of us has a friend of 
the other sex with whom a commitment of 
love and sharing can be made. 

Such a marriage needn’t be at all sexual. 
Mystie and I hasten to assure all our respective 
boyfriends that we still have separate 
bedrooms. Even so, it would be dodging 
another important issue to say that we don’t 
have sex together. We do share our sexuality 
and our eroticism in a way that is very deep 
and meaningful. But what is the distinction 
here between sexuality and eroticism? I define 
“eros” as a transformation of the soul that is 
achieved through psychic and physical 
stimulation which takes one beyond oneself 
and into the universe. Sexuality provides one, 
perhaps the easiest, way of achieving that, but 
it is still only one way. Ours is a deeply erotic 
relationship. The rest of it is nobody's business, 
but our own. 

I've often spoken out on sexual issues as 
they pertain to theology, culture, society, law, 
and custom, but outside of my comic routines 
— an inherently fictional context — I hope I've 
never made any public statements about my 
own personal sexual activities. (The exception 
here is when I do refer to myself as a 
“cocksucker,” only because it is a common 
"epithet which I hope to infuse with pride. And 
I do it with extraordinary skill deserving of 
pride.) 

Am I gay or bi? I'd be dishonest if I were to 
deny being gay and insulting to my many bi 
friends to go around saying “I’m not bi.” If 
anybody’s too dull to find the answer in that 
I'm not going to waste my energy and time try- 
ing to explain it. Suffice it to say that Mystie and 
some of our female friends have taught me a 
lot about female sexuality, and I'd rather not 
trap myself in the artificial pigenholes estab- 
lished by the same categorical scientism that 
has defined us into limited perceptions of our 
sexuality. My boyfriends love Mystie, and

And what of marriage? Woman and husband 
have been joined together for any variety of 
reasons, political, economic, romantic, and 
erotic. The equation of marriage with romance 
is a relatively new innovation. The ritual join- 
ing of priest and priestess in celebration of the 
year-cycle was corrupted by the patriarchs into 
a property transfer by which every man could 
have a subordinate woman and thus an invest- 
ment in a male supremacist culture. Thank the 
Goddess we are now living in a time in which 
Mystie can join with me as an equal partner. 
Should she choose she can dissolve the con- 
tract as easily as I. We will negotiate that con- 
tract as equals before we enter it. Our cats, 
Leather and Latex, already provide sufficient 
responsibility and patter of little feet. There will 
be no ‘‘Baby Boom” to complicate the picture. 
As we are both shamanic priest/esse/s | like to 
think that our union is most in spirit of the 
original pagan rites. 

Anyway, we hope to provide our friends, 
gay, lesbian, bi and strait, with an example 
which may illustrate how to creatively utilize 
their various relationships and the existing in-

f things have been particularly weird

hearing. 

Since the hearing, Karen is particularly 
hopeful about the “really good talks” she and 
Sharon have had. A recent conversation be- 
tween the two women occurred while a nurse 
from the nursing home was present. Sharon 
typed answers to Karen’s questions with the 
nurse looking over her shoulder. 


Karen: Are you happy here? 

Sharon: No. 

Karen: Where would you like to be? 
Sharon: St. Cloud. 

Karen: Where do your parents live? 
Sharon: Nashwauk (Minnesota). 

Karen: Would you like to live with your 
parents in Nashwauk? 

Sharon: No. 

Karen: Who would you like to live with? 
Sharon: K.T. 


“K.T.” is enraged, because she doesn’t 
believe Don and Della Kowalski ‘‘can have it 
both ways. They can’t say that “she doesn’t 
understand what gay is,” and then claim that 
she would be embarrassed by articles in the 
press describing Karen and Sharon as lovers. 
And they can’t maintain that Sharon has the 
mental abilities of a six-year-old, then insist that 
her depression stems from understanding the 
ramifications of what is happening with 
Thompson’s case in court and in the press. 

Judge Douglas is waiting for two further 
depositions from Kowalski’s doctors before 
making his final decision on the hearing. 
Thompson says she can’t really imagine what 
the outcome will be. ““Who knows. I can’t 
believe he’ll rule in favor of Donald Kowalski. 
But I couldn't believe he ruled in favor of mov- 
ing Sharon to Duluth.” 

Thompson is hoping that Judge Douglas will 
award guardianship to her or a neutral third 
party. She acknowledges that the fight be- 
tween herself and Sharon’s parents is far from 
over. Her attorney filed her final arguments in 
writing, Thompson said, ‘in case of an ap- 
peal.’’ So, although a decision on the May 4 
hearing will be reached by early June, the pro- 
cess will probably be extended by an appeal, 
from either Thompson or Donald Kowalski. 

And Karen Thompson is not about to sit id- 
ly by, waiting to be told who she may love. 


Karen Thompson's legal costs continue to mount, 
as she defends ber right to maintain her relation- 
ship with Sharon. Suzanne Born of Minnesota Gay’ 
and Lesbian Legal Assistance (MnGALLA) told Com- 
ing Up! that there's been a wonderful response from 
Coming Up! readers to date in support of Karen and 
Sharon. But Karen bas already spent around 
$30,000 and may bave to spend that much again 
in attorney fees.

okens is a Major theatrical event. Pro- 

duced by the Blake Street Hawkeyes, 

Mixed Bag Productions, and Whoopi 
Goldberg, in association with the Theater Ar- 
taud, David Schein’s play on the bubonic 
plague that struck 17th century London is in- 
deed a timely lesson about the triumph of the 
human spirit. 

The whole of the theater space has been 
converted into the streets of that city and 
designer Peter David Heth has outdone himself 
in creating a squalid atmosphere of confine- 
ment. Overhead scaffolding, space platforms, 
and hanging rag fabrics create an intensely 
claustrophobic environment. 

The mood is oppressive. Surly guards to the 
city’s gates admit the audience a few at a time. 
(They are there to prevent the quarantined 
city dwellers from escaping into open coun- 
try.) Once inside, the audience is absorbed in 
the street action, moves with the mob. We are 
committed to participate. The play begins. 

We are led by the music of Schein in col- 
laboration with Candace Natvig. It is both 
original as well as based on songs from various 
sources, some religious, some folk. We make 
our way through the crowd as fiddlers move 
past accompanying a corpse-carrying retinue.

Lilith’s 
Breeding Ground 


wo years ago the artistic directors 
and board of Lilith: A Women’s The- 
atre got together and made a commit- 
ment that the theatre company would devote 
itself to the theme of reproductive rights. Last 


year, Lilith presented Fetal Positions, the first™ 


in a planned trilogy of programming dealing 
with the medical rights of women. This year’s 
performance event, Breeding Grounds, pro- 
mises to be an even more ambitious undertak- 
ing. For the first time in their 11-year history, 
Lilith takes its show outdoors to the parks of. 
the Bay Area, to bring the performance to a 
greater variety of women and encourage their 
participation. 

Breeding Grounds celebrates the life cycle 
and supports a woman’s right to choose. It 
represents a significant departure from Lilith’s 
usual work. The process of developing the 
piece has involved many women from the 
community’s reproductive rights network, in- 
cluding Action Committee for Abortion Rights, 
Birthways, Lyon-Martin, Committee to Defend 
Reproductive Rights, and others. They’ve been 
meeting with members of Lilith for several 
months, perfecting the development of issues 
and feelings in Breeding Grounds. 

Additionally, the show has involved a 
number of performance artists outside the 
theatre group, including dancers, musicians 
and a puppet maker, working on design and 
choreography. 

The event itself will be performed and the 
audience participation led by a team of both 
activists and artists. The show includes a 
choreographed performance of local poet Jane 
Underwood's exhaustive piece documenting 
contraception from tribal times to the in- 
dustrial revolution; a spectacle-size puppet of 
a fertility goddess who enacts a creation myth; 
songs, chants, dances and games with the au- 
dience; opportunities for audience members

orry I can’t be more enthusiastic about 

O-Lan Jones and Kathleen Cramer’s 

new musical at the Magic, but for me 
it didn’t jell. 

Beyond Beaver Bauer's delightfully 
outrageous costumes, and one brief scene in 
which Christine M. Sullivan runs the emotional 
gamut as she analyzes the meaning of the word 
“hello,” the whole affair comes off as some 
nice talent looking for a script. 

Love in the 3rd° is about two chorus girls in 
Vegas. Iris Qanet Cicinelli) and Ramona 
(Sullivan) are inveigled into hiding Iris’ ex- 
boyfriend Al (William R. Hutton), who is a 
gambler on the lam. So, naturally, Al falls for 
Ramona.

The songs are an undistinguished mix of 
R&B, rock, and Vegas show-type tunes.

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hear most of the words, and those I heard did 
little to further the plot. 

Scenes tended to peter out when they were 
on the brink of being interesting and the 
dialogue itself was remarkably pedestrian. (You 
can write about boring people, but not in a 
boring way.) One brief scene, however (writ- 
ten in a style like none of the others), was a 
hilarious takeoff of Hemingway speech 
patterns. 

Perhaps the most interesting feature of the 
authors’ concept was the use of a chorus girl 
Greek chorus. They dance, sing, comment on 
the action, and sometimes instruct the players 
what to do next.

he stage is scantily furnished. A toilet 

on the left, a dressing table on the 

right, a heap of crumpled newspapers 
center stage. Overhead a toy plane flies in 
circles. A small model skyscraper to the rear, 
a row of bricks across the apron. 

Offstage, a tape plays the overture, ‘‘Hail to 
the Audience.”’ Nothing happens. The tape 
plays again. Pause. Again. Then again. Under 
the papers there is a rustle. The overture has 
succeeded in awakening Dick Shawn, 
philosopher-comedian whose flights of fancy 
and half-sane dissertations on many cosmic 
subjects leave you in awe of his genius. 

What baggy-pants Shawn does is pull his 
knit cap down over his ears, screw up his face, 
and wander about the stage kicking 
newspapers as he shares his thoughts — and 
worries — with us. Mostly he’s concerned 
with the big issues: How did we get here? 
Where are we going? When will we be blown 
up? ‘‘Every country in the world has an atom 
bomb, except the only two peaceful nations, 
Germany and Japan.” 

Sometimes the issues are less majestic, but 
just as hilarious: turkeys (‘‘turkeys are peacocks 
who never made it’’) or bananas (‘‘the perfect 
fruit, it has no seeds, it can’t be canned, so what 
if it’s yellow?’’). 

Back to Creation versus Evolution. God had 
two beautiful children, Donny and Marie. And 
they begat two sons, Klaus von Bulow and 
John De Lorean. But that theory peters out. So 
he gives us his conception of Evolution. First 
there were fish. When the smart ones got 
bored with all that water, they simply got up 
and came ashore, and after a few million years 
(he can’t remember exactly), there were 
dinosaurs. But soon the world was covered 
with dinosaur dung. Not to worry. Out of the 
dung came the apes. Very small brains. There 
was nothing to think about! There was nothing 
to remember! 


Shawn is now an ape, shuffling about the

f you have never seen one of Jerry Her- 
man’s musicals, do not let that deter you 
from seeing Tune the Grand Up, a bright, 
sparkling revue of Herman’s music and lyrics. 

Produced by Eve Stoddard, Tune the Grand 
Up, which is premiering at the 1177 Club, 
showcases 44 of Herman’s Broadway tunes, 
from his first hit, Parade, to the most recent, 
La Cage aux Folles. Thanks to the compact 
direction of Paul Gilger and Barbara Valente, 
the show brisks along. 

Gilger first conceived Tune the Grand Up 
five years ago. The current show, however, is 
the result of an East-West coast collaboration 
begun three years ago when Gilger connected 
with Herman by telephone. Herman’s songs 
are grouped under various headings such as 
Optimism, Harmony, Romance, Discord and 
Resolution. Which song is from which show 
is secondary to the overall production — even 
the perennial Hello, Dolly and Mame. Also, 
some of the numbers are sung by the opposite 
sex for which they were originally written. 

James Followell’s masterful piano ar- 
rangements underscore the various moods, 
without becoming overbearing. Some lyrics 
have been dropped — not detrimental to the 
overall effect — and the songs contained in 
each grouping segue neatly one into the next. 

An underlying theme tying the whole 
together is relationships: from the first 
blossoming of love to the more mature feel- 
ings and outlook. The six-member ensemble

is split into three couples: Darlene Popovic and 
John Nockels; Alma Sayles and Followell; and 
Lise-Marie Thomas and David Broussal. 

Nockels’ ‘Kiss Her Now,” with a counter- 
point “And I Was Beautiful” by Popovic (both 
from Dear World), is an exquisite combination, 
as is their touching duet, ‘I Won't Send Roses” 
(from Mack and Mabel). Better known as a 
comedienne, Popovic gracefully executes her 
straight numbers. Nockels caresses each work 
of “I Don’t Want To Know” in his heartfelt 
rendering of Herman’s admittedly favorite 
song. 

Sayles can deliver a hard “Wherever He 
Ain't’ and a sardonic ‘‘Time Heals 
Everything,’ and then a sensitive “If He 
Walked Into My Life.” This latter number from 
Mame is delivered in a_ reverse- 
accompaniment. Followell tenderly plays the 
melody, and Sayles joins in with selected 
phrases only. The result is quite haunting. 
“Shalom” (from Milk and Honey), although 
nicely sung by Sayles, is awkwardly placed. 
Followell’s poignant delivery of “I Promise 
You a Happy Ending” nicely introduces the 
final grouping. 

Broussal’s sunny disposition is apparent in 
all of his numbers, whether it isa warm “With 
You on My Arm” ora matter-of-fact “It Only 
Takes a Moment.’ Thomas’ lilting “Ribbons 
Down My Back" balances her ‘“Gooch’s 
Song.” Rather than going for the laughs, 
Thomas renders the Gooch number 
straightforwardly, making it that much funnier. 

As an ensemble, the group performs ma- 
jestically (with no one grabbing the spot), 
delivering 4 lively “It's Today” (the title of the 
show is taken frorn'a lyric in this song), a snap- 
py “Before the Parade Passes By’ and a 


beautifully arranged, performed and staged 
“Song on the Sand.”’ 

Gilger has moved the stage to the center of 
the 1177 Club’s north wall, allowing more in- 
timacy than the original boxcar effect, as well 
as providing better seating arrangements. 

Costumes are handsome and tasteful. A large 
copy of Hirshfeld’s caricature of Herman 
overlooks the action on the stage. Undoubted- 
ly, Herman himself would be proud of this 
production. 

Don’t miss it. It’s fun. Better yet, it’s 
undeniably romantic.

full staging, Sarah Dreher will also receive

“Why write if you have no place to produce 
your work?” observes Kris Gannon, Theatre 
Rhinoceros’ artistic director. According to 
Gannon, the purpose of the contest was two- 
fold: ‘‘We wanted to encourage lesbians to 
write plays about our lives; and by holding a 
contest, we hoped to obtain more scripts by 
lesbians for future production.” 

As the nation’s most established lesbian and 
gay theatre, Theatre Rhinoceros continually

However, only one out of ten of these scripts 
aré written by women. The idea for the con- 
test grew out of the Theatre’s desire to en- 
courage lesbian writers and the need to involve 
more women in all aspects of the Theatre’s 
operation. After an initial grant proposal for 
the contest was rejected, the cast of A Late 
Snow, one of the hit plays of Theatre 
Rhinoceros’ 1983-84 season, along with the 
Theatre staff, began community fundraising to 


get the contest off the ground. The Golden 
Gate Business Association Foundation fi- 
nanced a national mailing to 10,000 individuals 
and organizations, which announced the con- 
test and solicited script submissions. 

“‘T was amazed by the response,” says Judy 
Frankle, who served on the 14-member local 
jury that read the scripts and recommended 
five finalists to a national jury. Megan Terry 
(Omaha Magic Theatre), Beth Allen (New York 
theatrical agent), Dixie Card (Other Voices 
Theatre, Atlanta), Linda Walsh Jenkins, Ph.D. 
(Northwestern University Theatre, Illinois) and 
Judith Katz (Foot of the Mountain Theatre, 
Minneapolis), along with local jurors, selected 
the winning play. 

“I enjoyed reading the scripts, many of 
which were first-time efforts,”’ says Frankle. 
“The experience provided a gauge for what's 
going on in the lesbian community.” Frankle 
noted that many of the plays were about iden- 
tity issues — coming out, relationships, and 
family-related matters. ‘I was disappointed that 
there weren't more entries from women of 
color, or scripts with working class themes. A 
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few of the writers have good potential, and the 
contest has given them a place for their work 
to be considered seriously. It is important for 
lesbian writers to have a sense of audience and 
the incentive to keep writing,’ says Frankle. 

As part of the contest, Theatre Rhinoceros 
sponsored staged readings of the five contest 
finalists. ‘“The readings involved many women 
artists, who had the opportunity to work 
together,’ says Pat Keaney, who directed 
When the Girls Come Out To Play, written by 
Eiren Cressida Wilson, a 21-year-old Smith Col- 
lege student. As Keaney pointed out, there are 
few lesbian roles for actresses, and directors in- 
frequently have the chance to look over a 
variety of scripts by lesbian writers. 

“I didn’t discover the great American lesbian 
play,” notes Keaney, ‘“‘but this contest provides 
the impetus for that play to be created.”’ In ad- 
dition to directing the staged reading, Keaney 
recently directed a reading of another play sub- 
mitted for the contest, And Baby Makes Seven, 
by Paula Vogel. “There isn’t just one winner,”’ 
she observes. “Networking is already taking 
place, so that more lesbian plays will be pro- 
duced throughout the country.” 

“Ten years ago we didn’t have lesbian- 
specific theatre,’’ adds Louise Minnick, assis- 
tant director of 8 X 10 Glossy. “We didn’t have 
plays, playwrights, or the theatres in which to 
work. The finalists’ plays need to be passed on, 
and we must continue to develop lesbian 
writers.” ; 

Sarah Dreher, a 48-year old clinical 
psychologist from Amherst, Massachusetts, ex- 
pressed her excitement about winning the 
contest. She looks forward to attending the up- 
coming production of 8 X 10 Glossy, at 
Theatre Rhinoceros. ‘‘I never expected to be 
a writer,” says Dreher. “It was a childhood 
dream. Receiving this kind of recognition 
makes you think differently about your life, 
and yourself.” 

Dreher’s play, which will be directed by 
Brenda Berlin, a well-respected Bay Area direc- | 
tor, tells the story of two sisters who are 

reunited on the anniversary of the death of 
their father. Carter, the younger sister, is a les- 
bian photographer; Julie is an unhappy 
housewife who still lives in their small 
hometown in Maine. The play explores their 
conflicts and emotions, along with those of 
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their mother, Ketty, who is determined to be 
her own person after years of identifying as a 


| wife and mother. 


“Every time I am asked to describe what the 
play is about, I think of something different,” 
says Dreher, who recently published her first 
novel, Stoner McTavish, an adult Nancy Drew 
lesbian murder mystery. “It’s a play about be- 
ing afraid to love and be loved. It’s about how 
One man can destroy the life of three women, 
even after he is dead. The play is about how 
women heal each other and themselves. 

“The play goes beyond the agonies of com- 
ing out,’ Brenda Berlin notes. “‘It’s a gutsy, 
well-written play that explores family 
dynamics with both humor and depth. The 
playwright does not hold back. She is in- 
terested in dealing with emotional issues and 
what they mean for her characters.” 

“The play started out being about what it’s 
like to live in a small town,” explains Dreher, 
who's been writing plays for about eight years. 
“But the characters had other issues that they 
needed to work out. I felt less in control of the 
writing and more like a channel.” 

Dreher, who learned of the contest from an 
editor friend, says that winning the contest has 
made her more confident about her work. “‘I 
expect that it will be a big boost to getting my 
plays produced in the future.” A theatre group 
in Atlanta, in which one of the national jurors 
is involved, will be staging a reading of 8 X 10 
Glossy next month. Dreher is currently work- 
ing on her second novel and has two other 
plays in the works. 

According to Kris Gannon, Theatre 
Rhinoceros has been receiving more scripts 
from women since sponsoring the contest. 

While it is unclear whether another contest 
will be held next year, Gannon emphasizes 
Theatre Rhinoceros’ ongoing commitment to 
cultivating lesbian playwrights. “As reflected 
by the widespread interest in the contest and 
the hard work of women and.men who 
volunteered their time to make it happen, 


women’s involvement in Theatre Rhinoceros 


is growing.”’

He pulled a gig last 
month at the Valencia Rose and 
last week took the stage at Sut- 
ter’s Mill to shake up the financial district with 
4 little R&B at the cocktail hour. And shake it 
up he did. Yes, Lord. 

First set the scene. Hutchison’s hair is kin- 
da punk (sort of cut with a bowl, maybe). And 
i's blonde. Very blonde. (If Ms. McNight 
mislaid her formula, we know who found it.) 
Then he bounces on stage, fidgets with his 
Japanese. happi coat (why is everybody wear- 
ing kimonos on stage this season?), and laun- 
ches into ‘“The Heat is On.”’

He meanders lovingly through “Rio di 
Janeiro Blues”’ and then gives his special treat- 
ment to ‘‘Till You Come Back to Me,” and 
“Take a Look at Me Now.” 

A truly unique song stylist, he seems to 
submerge his whole body into his music. Be- 
tween what his voice is singing and what his 
hands are interpreting, it’s a mesmerizing per- 
formance. Hutchison sings “Ain’t No Mountain 
High Enough,” Ashford and Simpson’s ‘“The 

Real Thing,” a haunting rendition of Cyndi 
Lauper’s ‘Time Aftef Time,” Smokey Robin- 
son's “You Better Shop Around,” and one of 
his own called, ‘I Know That.” 

A fine medley of standards included “I

From the show Person to Person, which 
premiered recently in Texas, we were treated 
to an impressive musical segment. Hopefully 
we ll be able to see the show in a local produc- 
tion soon. Sam’s new songs included Burr and 
Steven Shore’s “I’m Still Dreaming’? and 
Shore’s ‘‘First Love” which is obviously going 
to be one of Sam’s “important” songs. It con- 
tains the fine lyric, ‘‘first loves never die.”’ 
A medley of standards included ‘“When I Fall

One of our most urbane male vocalists 
brought a delightful evening of song to the 


1177 Club last Monday. James Meade seems to. 


have an innate sense of how to put a program 
together — fine old standards (mostly from the 
30s and ’40s), a surprise revival or two, and 
some newer things from one of his favorite 
contemporary composers, Dave Freisberg. 

Most of Meade’s standards were prefaced 
with the original introductory verses, and it 
was a pleasure to hear them again. His ‘‘All 
Through the Night” was rich and dreamy and 
segued naturally into Cole Porter’s “Night and 
Day.” He brought a highly charged roman- 
ticism to that same composer’s ‘‘I’ve Got You 
Under My Skin.” It opened softly, all politeness 
and finesse, then with a sudden tempo switch 
revealed a power and emotion that made it one 
of the'set’s bést numbers: 

Fats Waller’s ‘‘Ain’t Misbehavin’ ” was given 
its due by Meade and pianist John Trowbridge, 
who cut loose with a solo section that was gut- 
sy and exhilerating. 

For blues Meade gave us ‘After You’ve 
Gone,” a raucous, down-and-dirty treatment 
that was a nice balance to the ballads. Rodgers 
and Hart’s ‘‘Mountain Greenery,’ was 
delightful (especially a middle passage un- 
familiar to me), as was the incurably romantic 
“Wait Till You See Her” and a tender “Who 
Cares?”’. Tom Lehrer’s ‘Smut’ provided the 
evening’s comedy tone. Noel Coward’s 
“Someday I'll Find You”’ was moody, 
nostalgic, and elegantly delivered. 

Freisberg was represented by ‘Useless 
Waltz,” a ballad called ‘““You Are There,” and 
the funny lyrics of ‘““Another Song About 
Paris.”” Vernon Duke’s ‘Born Too Late’ was 
given an effective revival and the Gershwins 
were represented with ‘‘Our Love is Here to 
Stay.’’ Cole Porter’s ‘““Thank You, So Much”’ 
on the other hand, was not very amusing, not 
very witty, and not a very good (though ob-

vious) imitation of Noel Coward. 

Meade may well be the best interpreter of 
romantic ballads on the cabaret circuit. He 
brings intelligent reading to lyrics, an admirable 
sense of phrasing, and impeccable enunciation. 
He has power to spare. 

It was great to hear John Trowbridge on 
piano again. He plays with infectious joy and 
he set some exciting tempos. David Meade ac 
companied on drums. 


Michaet Feinstein, the young singer/pianist 
who has just reopened the redecorated Plush 
Room, has embarked on what may turn out to 
be an extended love affair with San Francisco, 
and vice versa. Opening night we were packed 
in bumper to bumper, the champagne flowed 
expectations ran high, and nobody was 
disappointed. 

Feinstein is handsome, his manner 
straightforward and engaging, and the thing 
that sets him apart from other saloon singers 
is that he doesn’t seem to be working. He gets 
a tremendous amount of infectious joy out of 
playing the piano. 

His numbers are introduced with seeming- 
ly spontaneous chatter, as though it suddenly 
occurred to him that we might like to know 
that this next song was cut from that show, 
then dropped from another show, and finally 
made it big in that movie. He’s an encyclopedia 
of Broadway and Hollywood song trivia (some 
not so trivial), and he passes the information 
on to us with wit, charm, and considerable 
relish. 

Opening big with the too-often obligatory 
“T Love a Piano,” he relaxed immediately in- 
to a lovely “I Only Have Eyes for You.” From 
then on he had the audience just where he 
wanted them — having a good time. He sang 
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the unpublished lyrics to ““You’re the Tops,”’ 
gave us the original words to “Blue Moon’ (as 
originally written for but never sung by Jean 
Harlow), and he resurrected a nice ballad cut 
from Oklaboma called “Boys and Girls.” 

For good measure Feinstein threw in a tru- 
ly dreadful 1917 song called “China,” just to 
remind us that there were ‘“‘dogs’’ on the 
market then — just as now. “Smarty,” an un- 
published Gershwin mediocrity that was cut 
from Funny Face, reinforces the theory that in 
the long run, good taste will prevail. He 
summed up the evening with Jerry Herman’s 
‘Tap Your Troubles Away.” What troubles? 

But one song set the tone for the whole 
evening: “‘S’ wonderful.” It was that. Like one 
of the best parties you ever went to. 


Ea Fonseca repriséd his cabaret show recent- 
ly at Buckley’s with some song additions and 
an implemented orchestra that included 
Robert Parke on piano, Fabio Giotto on accor- 
dian, and Chris Cooper on violin. 

Primarily an evening of European cabaret 
music, the selections for the most part set just 
the right mood. One might have followed the 
sound of an accordian around a Paris corner 
and wandered into a cafe with neighborhood 
entertainment. 

Fonseca’s voice is light, a high tenor, and 
there’s something about it — I don't know 
what — that lends it a period flavor. Of the 
evening's 20 songs, I was taken especially with 
his off-beat opening, a charming pairing of 
Kander and Ebb’s ‘‘“Nowadays’”’ with “Milord.” 
Fonseca brought a gutsy raunchiness to Weill’s 
‘Bilbao Moon” and again to the same com- 
poser’s ‘“‘Alabama Song” and ‘‘Surabaya 
Johnny,” the latter one of the evening’s most 
effective ballads. There is, however, a 
sameness about these songs that is more evi- 
dent when they’re grouped together in con- 
cert. A similar pairing of Weill’s Jenny songs 
was a little bit of overkill, too. I'd settle any day 
for “Pirate Jenny’’ over the self-consciously 
cute ‘Saga of Jenny.” 

Jacques Brel’s ‘‘Old Folks”’ and “Carrousel” 
were beautifully sung. Overall, though, the 
evening’s selections had a sameness about 
them — similar rhythm patterns, similar 
themes of lost innocence, aging, and death. 


Fonseca left us, however, with one of the 
best for last: Kander and Ebb’s ‘‘Meeskite,’’ a 
real delight.

The death knell for cabaret and cabaret 
theatre ‘in San Francisco has been tolling for 
some months. Every time a cabaret venue 
closes its doors, there’s wailing and moaning 
and gnashing of teeth. But what the public 
forgets is that performers will perform and pro- 
ducers will produce, even if they have to do 
it On street corners. (That’s where Steve Silver 
began before he moved his troupe inside at the 
Savoy Tivoli ten years ago. The Savoy’s long 
gone, but Beach Blanket continues onward 
and upward.) 

Remember the hungry i? Ann’s 440? The Ci- 
ty? Mame’s? Gold Street? Chez Jacques? Trinity 
Place? The voices of doom wailed. Then Fan- 
ny’s closed. 

But Buckley's came along and served the 
entertainment community well. A training 
ground for newcomers, as well as home to 
such established singers as Weslia Whitfield, 
this intimate boite will soon pass into cabaret 
history. 

However, anumber of its cabaret family are 
already finding their way up Nob Hill to the 
1177 Club. Joseph Taro, James Meade, and 
Cindy Herron have settled in nicely, and their 
fans are following. 

The Cabaret at Sutter’s Mill is now back in 
full swing and filling the cocktail hour enter- 
tainment void created by the demise of 132 
Bush. (Sam, Pam, and Faye Carol are in 
residence.) 

The Valencia Rose (still on the market) con- 
tinues to hold its own in a working blend of 
comedy and cabaret. The Baybrick Inn may 
have to knock out a wall soon if its jazz and 
comedy crowds continue to build (that’s the 
hottest formula in town). 

And word is out that Gold Street will soon 
start booking cabaret acts again. Leola Jiles, 
who literally stopped the show at the recent 
Mobilization Against AIDS benefit, is sched- 
uled for two mere Sunday benefits for AIDS 
on June 16 and 23. (See Calendar). 

The Plush Room reopened to smashing suc- 
cess. Pianist Michael Feinstein garnered 
reviews that were akin to the second coming. 
He'll be followed by Side by Side by Sondheim. 
Yes, Virginia, the original cast...but new 
costumes, some new songs; Matthew Inge nar- 
rates; Lynbarbara Mahler directs. Seven shows 
a week. 

Tune the Grand Up, the new revue featur- 
ing the music and lyrics of Jerry Herman, open- 
ed to unanimous raves at the 1177 Club. Her- 
man, himself, is due to arrive this week to give 
the show — and cast — his official blessing. 

And there’s more new cabaret theatre 
waiting in the wings! Kirk Frederick’s Rodgers 
and Hart revue, Thou Swell, with Bobby 
Burch, Ken Fischler, Ruth Hastings, Craig 

Jessup, and Barry Lloyd opens June 26 at the 
200-seat Mason Street Nite Club at Geary and 
Mason. Seven shows a week. 

The Ten Percent Revue, the standing-room- 
only Boston hit featuring the original music 
and lyrics of Tom Wilson Weinberg and star-

Michael Koppy, who produced the critical- 
ly acclaimed Street Dreams a few seasons ago, 
is moving ahead with his production of March 
of the Falsettos.

By William Hunt 


ightclub impresarios Dean Sandler 

and Kevin Martin (Echo Beach and 

the Normalville Network) have taken 

the dowager princess of San Francisco 
nightclubs and, without compromising the in- 
tegrity of its late forties personality, infused it 
with the spirit of the eighties. After several in- 
carnations, Opening as the Carousel in 1947, 
Channel 181 has tuned in to progressive les- 
bian/gay/heterosexual postwave sensibilities, 
perhaps creating a new genre of nightclubbing. 
Primarily a dance club, Channel 181 features 

a number of amenities not yet associated with 
the local discotheque scene. You won't find, 
for example, surly doormen/bouncers. In their 
stead, Sandler and Martin have reintroduced 
softspoken, friendly, tuxedoed staff — a staple 
of sophisticated, elegant nightclubs four dec- 
ades ago. Consistently on the cutting edge of 
avant garde club society, Sandler and Martin 
have taken video bars a step further with the 
introduction of the roving video cameraman 


whose images appear live on the video 
monitors flanking the stage/dance floor and 
behind the curved mahogany bar, circa 1920s. 

Except for the stage/dance area, the entire 
club’s ceiling and walls are replete with deep 
red draped and pleated fabric, adding a sen- 
suous, dramatic tenor to the eclectic ambiance. 
Tables, ideal for intimate couples and viewing 
the frequently frenzied activity, feature roman- 
tic candles and soft gray table linens. Cocktails 
are competitively priced and are prepared by 
attentive, competent mixologists. Two such 
preparations are included with the price of 
admission. 

Friday's repertoire features a jazz pianist ac- 
companying a chanteuse to cap the evening’s 
divertissement, and Saturday’s begins with live 
stand-up comedy. DJs Suiki and Donna Rego 
provide an enlightened mix of English imports, 
reggae, ska, funk and dance standards. VJ Dirk 
Slater handles state-of-the-art videos interspers- 
ed with CJ (comupter jockey) Mandy Landa’s 
computer graphics. These last were disappoin- 
ting, due largely to equipment out for repairs, 
rather than to the reputed talents of Slater and 
Landa. Still, a bank of video monitors flanking 
the stage in lieu of single sets would have more 
visual impact — my only serious criticism. 

My warm, affable host, Dean Sandler (the 
Steve Rubell of San Francisco) and his partner 
Kevin Martin have achieved in six short weeks 
what most clubs rarely even aspire to: an in- 
telligent, sensitive approach to progressive and 
provocative nightclub entertainment. 

Channel 181 Nightclub is open Fridays and

or several months, I have attempted 

to visit Le Trou. I kept hearing hushed 

whispers from people whom I respec- 
ted saying to keep it a secret. A recent Thurs- 
day evening seemed the ideal time, and I call- 
ed for a reservation. 

Knowing that parking can be a problem in 
the area, I arrived about seven for the single 
seating at 7:30 pm. Fortunately, I found a 
charming bar around the corner on 22nd 
called Mirage, in which to enjoy a glass of wine 
until time to go to the restaurant. 

Robert Reynolds, the owner, chef and 
waiter, greeted me with a lovely glass of spar- 
kling wine when I arrived at the appointed 
time. The dining room has a pleasant, cozy 
feeling, much like a French country inn. 

Shortly the other guests arrived and this 
evening, we totaled five people in a room that 
seats a few over twenty. To my delight a friend 
arrived I hadn’t seen in some time. The eve- 
ning became somewhat like a private dinner 
party. 

Robert served fresh baked bread which was 
half rye and half white in baguettes and sweet 
butter. Shortly he explained thatthe greens for 
the dandelion souffle were not available that 
day, so he was serving a cream of celery root 
soup in its place. 

This was a classic cream soup with a delicate 
flavor of celery and was very satisfying without 
being overly filling. 

The main course this evening was rabbit, 
cooked fork tender and covered with a sauce 
reduced from shallots and herbs, with shallots 
as the vegetable on the side. Also on the plate 
was a square of toast with a puree of leek and 
bacon and some goat cheese melted on the 
top. Pure delight and perfect foil for the rabbit. 

A surprise sorbet arrived, and we all guessed 
the ingregdiants and were only partially correct. 
The blend of apples and avocado was unex- 


pected and delightful. The tart apple and, 


smooth texture of avocado suggested a berry- 
flavored ice cream. 

In the French style a salad of very fresh 
greens arrived dressed with a subtle and gen- 
tle dressing. Good ingredients properly blend- 
ed, settling gently in my stomach. 

The wine served with the main course was 


from a small vineyard in Provence, and only: 


one bottle remained in the cellar. The custom 
here is for the chef to select a wine he feels is 
appropriate for the menu of the evening. 


The torte served was made (surprisingly) 


with potato, hazelnuts and chocolate and was 

light and melted in the mouth. I was offered 

a second serving which I quickly accepted. 
Robert Reynolds studied originally under 


Josephine Araldo and later in various locations. 


in France. He operates a cooking school in ad- 
dition to this restaurant. 

You can call for the menu, which is fixed, 
or pick up the monthly schedule which lists 
the selections for a month in advance. This is 
a place for romantic dinners on very special oc- 
casions. It is not terribly expensive at $30 per 
person, since the evenings normally include 
two wines and coffee and dessert. 

The menus are mostly French regional selec- 
tions. My recent visit proved the research,

Since 132 
Bush has been in re-organization, our choices 
have been limited. Ralph Michaels, the per- 
sonable and talented cabaret singer who 
manages 22 Belden, has added food. 

22 Belden features two levels for seating. 
The upstairs is crowded and noisy and the 
downstairs a bit more romantic. You may find 
yourself listening to the lust of one of your 
nearby table companions when your conver- 
sation lags, but that may inspire your own fan- 
tasies along the way. 

BoBo and Michael, the waiters, flit from 
table to table and attempt to keep your glasses 
filled and plates delivered on time. Ralph, 
himself, is in the kitchen, slinging burgers as 
fast as he can. Chances are that Andy will be 
your daytime bartender, and David will take 
over for the after work crowd. This is a club- 
by and friendly place that I think you will find 
comfortable. 

Now, once we get beyond the cute names 
of the burgers, you will find just about every 
kind of burger your heart desires, and a few 
other sandwiches that will fill your tummy and 
keep you happy. There are several at $5.25 on- 
the current menu, but most range from $4.25 
to $4.95. In addition to the sandwich selection 
are a diet plate, daily specials which may be 
pasta, or three salads.

If you call 398-4877, they will have your 
take-out order waiting when you arrive to pick 
it up.

Lesbian/Gay Film Festival

an Francisco's 9th annual Interna- 

tional Lesbian and Gay Film Festi- 

val opens at the Castro Theatre on 

Friday, June 21. This Festival, the 

oldest and largest celebration of lesbian and 

gay cinema in the nation, will run a full ten days 

with over 50 films and videos screened at three 

locations. Entries range from historical 

documentaries to experimental fantasy films to 
contemporary explorations of eroticism. 

Responding to criticism that women were 

under-represented in the 1984 Festival, 

organizers have included many offerings by 

and about lesbians. On opening night, follow- 


ing a champagne reception, a new film by Ger- 
man director Alexandra Von Grote will be 
screened, Novembermoon relates the story of 
a German Jew in 1940s Paris who attempts to 
hide from the Gestapo during Nazi occupation. 
She is aided by a friend, a woman who takes 
great risks to save the life of the woman she 
loves. In Novembermoon, Von Grote — who 
also directed the acclaimed Depart To Arrive 
(1982) — reaches beyond the horrors of World 
War I to protest violence and the persecution 
of minorities everywhere. 

Sharing the opening night bill with Novem- 
bermoon is Jim Bidgood’s Pink Narcissus. This 
erouc gay classic has not been screened in San 
Francisco in over a decade. 

Marlene Gorris became a noteworthy direc- 
tor among feminists for A Question of Silence 
(1983): she has anew film in this years’ Festival. 
Set in The Netherlands, Broken Mirrors por- 
trays the misogyny within a brothel (the Club 
Happy House) and the violence that threatens 
all women in their everyday lives. This bleak 
depiction of abuses directed against women 
differs in approach from A Question of Silence, 
in which women responded to violence with 
revenge. 

Seduction: The Cruel Woman moves in the 
controversial territory of lesbian S/M. German 
directors Elfi Mikesch and Monika Treut will 
appear in person at the screening of this film 
which tells the story of Wanda, a mysterious 
woman who opens a gallery dedicated to 
masochism. 

A variety of documentaries chronicling the 
lives of lesbians and gays will be shown 
throughout the Festival. Robert Epstein will be 
present at the screening of his Academy Award 
winning The Times of Harvey Milk. Choosing 
Children, which received rave reviews at a 
York Theatre premiere earlier this spring, will 
again be presented. Filmmakers Debra 
Chasnoff and Kim Klausner used an interview 
format to explore the lives and options of les- 
bians who decide to become parents. And in 
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{Osburg will attend the Festival. 


its first San Francisco screening, Silent Pioneers 
delves into the histories of elderly homosex- 
uals in America, men and women who helped 
pave the way for a younger, more vocal 
generation. Director Lucy Winer focused on 
eight individuals to tell this story of quiet 
heroism. 

A different historical vein will be evoked by 
San Francisco’s own The Fabulous Cockettes, 


featured in three film offerings. Luminous Pro-. 


curess, Steven Arnold’s hit from 1971, is a 
Felliniesque fantasy journey of psychic libera- 
tion. The Cockettes also star in Tricia's Wedding 
and Elevator Girls in Bondage, two Classics 
presented together in association with the Les- 
bian and Gay History Project. 

A special retrospective on homosexuality in 
1960s British cinema will be included in the 
Festival. Particularly moving is The Leather 
Boys, directed by Sidney J. Furie, a motorcy- 
cle film with perceptive twists that examines 
young people in working class London. A con- 
temporary British film by Derek Jarman pro- 
mises to divide opinion. He shot Angelic Con- 
versations in super-8, then video-taped the film 
and had the video blown up to 35mm. The ef- 
fect isa dreamy, grainy, often slow-motion ac- 
count of a love affair between two young men 
wandering to the sounds of Shakespeare's 
most homoerotic sonnets. 


For fans of the late German director Rainer _ 


Werner Fassbinder, a compelling glimpse of his 
lurid life is portrayed in A Man Like Eva. Uni- 
que in its use of a woman — Eva Mattes — in 
the title role, the film depicts the sometimes 
seamy extremes of Fassbinder’s life and work. 

In conjunction with the Film Festival, the 
San Francisco Lesbian and Gay Video Festival 
runs concurrently at the 16th Note (across 
from the Roxie Cinema) beginning Tuesday, 


June 25. The video screenings culminate with

Stan Ridgway 
The Big Heat, EP, Illegal Records 

Stan Ridgway is, of course, the ex-lead singer 
and creative energy of Wall of Voodoo. There 
are two distinct ways in which a review of 
“The Big Heat” should be approached: con- 
sidering Stan the lyricist and Stan the musician. 


Stan the musician is in top form on this EP, - 


using some of the same techniques he 
employed with Wall of Voodoo, but he em- 
phasizes electronics and downplays percussion 
more than he did with Voodoo. Joe Chicarelli 
is absent which necessitates the decreased per- 
cussion, but his subdued influence appears on 
““Salesman’”’ (the best cut), which he produc- 
ed. Of all the other members of Wall of 
Voodoo, it is Joe I miss the most, both as a 
musician and as a lively entertainer on stage. 
His abusive stance was always a treat. 

Getting back to Stan: the production on the 
EP is without flaw. Crisp, alive, professional, 
unique and fresh. Some of the old techniques 
(Hugo Montenegro flutes, etc.) are there, but 
only to further develop that New-Mexico- 
desert-town sound the Wall of Voodoo was 
known for. It’s as if Standard just picked up 
where he left off, but a much wiser and more 
crafted performer. 

Stan the lyricist (poet?) has always been 
obsessed with certain themes and styles. All 
poets have things, places, times, styles, etc., 
that haunt them the whole of their careers. The 
life of the blue collar worker, the loneliness of 
the wanderer, the wastelands of the U.S. are 
some of the subjects that obsess Stan the 
lyricist. 

Early Wall of Voodoo songs such as 
“Longarm,’’ where the narrative revolves 
around the replacement of that shortarm with 
the new, stronger, more potent longarm, 
typify the atmosphere Standard’s lyrics create. 
Very thinly-veiled sexual innuendo, combined 
with an examination of the things by which a 
man is measured in this country (money, po- 
tency, and the cut of his suit), are paramount 
to any Wall of Voodoo song. 

In “The Big Heat,” Standard continues his 
narrative style of song writing that reaches a 
pinnacle with “Salesman.” On the surface, this 
song is a ballad (really a dance song) of the

Willie Lomans in life. The narrative is craftily 
woven with no forced rhymes or rhythms and 
makes you listen carefully for the outcome of 
the saga. 

This is a real must for anyone serious about 
American music. Its roots, both musically and 
lyrically, are bound up in that elusive, yet 
unique, American sound that is a joy to hear 
done well and just sets one’s teeth on edge 
with embarrassment when poorly done. I’m 
so glad that Standard Ridgway has not had to 
resort to driving a cab, and still has his sense 
of humor intact (listen to “Drive, She Said’). 
I can’t see how anyone could be disappointed 
in this record.

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My Mother’s Keeper 

By B.D. Hyman 

William Morrow & Co., Inc., 1985,

Reviewed by Mario Mondelli 


arbara Davis (“"B.D.”’) Hyman, daugh- 

ter of film legend Bette Davis, has 

penned her entry in the Victims of 
Hollywood Sweepstakes, My Mother's Keeper. 
Morrow & Co., publishers of Christina 
Crawford's Mommie Dearest, have invited 
comparison. between the two books by using 
almost identical ad campaigns and cover 
designs. The jacket notes even have Bette 
wrestling with the same “private demons” 
they slapped Crawford with — no pun intend- 
ed. People magazine has already labeled the 
book ‘Bette Dearest,’ though comparing the 
two, Christina Crawford comes off as a ra- 
tional, well-balanced adult. This alone should 
tell you plenty. 
_ There’s an underlying streak of humor here: 
Just what does a child of Hollywood consider 
“abuse?” Sharing a bathroom? The wrong col- 
or MG? Flying coach? With unintended hilari- 
ty, Hyman obsessively wrings trauma from the 
commonplace, and when placed in a true 
crisis, she takes the ball and runs with it, even 
if it means running off the field and right out 
of the stadium. She luxuriates in the negative, 
slanting each vignette to fully delineate the hor- 
rors she endured at her mother’s hand. Hyman 
undoubtedly expects sympathy for her endless 
perseverance, but try — just try — not to 
laugh,

I saw any number of coats with fur col- 
lars and cuffs that I loved, but Mother had 
it in her head that I had to have a fur coat, 
and a fur coat had to be mink or it didn't 
count... didn’t like dark furs on myself, feel- 
ing that they looked too old for me, and we 
had something of a bitter set-to over it. The 
furrier...then (produced) a scrumptious 
blond mink with a shawl collar and bell 
sleeves. I caved in. 


Remember when your mother forced a 
mink on you? Oh, the traumas of childhood... 

Hyman arouses the skepticism of even the 
most gullible right from the start. At 38, she 
reconstructs detailed, allegedly verbatim 
dialogues, culled from the memories of an 
8-year-old with what must have been an 
awesome vocabulary. Her confidence in her 
own powers of recall is inspiring; she diligently 
transcribes arguments between Davis and 
then-husband Gary Merrill, undaunted by the 
fact that they were in another room at the time. 
What a break for someone with her memory, 
then, that her mother spoke in sweeping ex- 
pository monologues, delivering her daughter 
from endless hours of research. 

Equally dubious is the tone Hyman con- 
tinually assigns Davis. Bette doesn’t speak two 
consecutive sentences without a punctuating 
“Ha!” or “Christ!” or “Brother!” Even in her 
hospital bed after three strokes in as many 
days, Hyman’s Bette still swears and chain- 
smokes like a Charles Pierce impersonation. 
The parody of it all makes it impossible to take 
Hyman seriously. This isn’t, as the subtitle pro- 
mises, ‘‘a portrait’ of Davis: it’s a caricature. 

Still, even this version of Davis is sorely miss- 
ed once B.D., at 16, marries 29-year-old film 
exec Jeremy Hyman and the “biography” 
shifts into ‘‘auto.” Jeremy and B.D. spawn two 
children (Ashley and Justin, yet) and settle in 
Pennsylvania farm country. Bette is dropped 
from the book as we are subjected to pages of 
their sappy, quasi-Walton antics. 

The book comes alive only once more, 
when the Hymans agree to let 11-year-old 
Ashley co-star in Davis’ TV movie Family Reu- 
nion. Ashley is about to leave his family to stay 
with Bette in New York for the 3-month 
shooting schedule when B.D. sits him down 
to ‘...brief (him) on techniques for survival 
under Mother’s jurisdiction. I didn't like doing 
it. It didn’t seem right, teaching an eleven-year- 
old to mistrust his own. grandmother, be 
guarded in his every word...”’ 

She sounds like she’s sending the kid to CIA

_bewilderment at the obvious is her strong suit. 


summer camp. Could Hyman really have 
believed that an actress of her mother’s stature 
wouldn’t recognize this kind of cheap con- 
descension for the act it was? Yet she’s 
bewildered by Davis’ reaction; in fact, 


We're supposed to identify with her shock 
when she reports that at more than one par- 
ty, Bette Davis drank too much, insulted 
guests, and demanded the center of attention. 
Has this woman ever seen All About Eve? 

Hyman delivers the final slap in a 2-page 
epilogue in which she trashes her mother’s life, 
hands her an ultimatum for her family’s ap- 
proval, and claims she had to publish her story 
to get Bette to listen. (What did she think Davis 
would do with this venemous manuscript if 
she sent it with a note promising impending 
publication? Burn it?) The Hymians try too hard 
to portray themselves (all recent converts to 
Pentacostalism) as martyrs, but the truth shows 
in the $17.95 list price of My Mother's Keeper: 
Hyman is a smug, opportunistic wimp who has 
used the Bette Davis name all her life to her 
best advantage out of an inability to do 
anything else (including write), and her fami- 
ly is no better. (Ashley Hyman has been quoted 
as saying he’d never do another picture with 
Davis...unless it was the only way he could get 
into movies.) 

In the People interview, the Hymans claim 
that one particularly pious sentence in the 
epilogue, urging Bette to repent before it’s too 
late, appeared by itself, suggesting the presence 
of a Holy Ghostwriter (their joke). Both claim 
that supernatural powers created the sentence 
without their knowledge or help. 

I don’t blame them for disavowing any part 
of My Mother's Keeper. If they're smart, they 
won't stop there. 


Linden Hills 
By Gloria Naylor

loria Naylor's Linden Hills is a bleak 

landscape, a desolate country whose 

Black citizens have spent 150 years 
climbing into the middle and upper regions of 
social class only to find that their final destina- 
tion is a living hell. Linden Hills is also a critical 
signpost on a writer's journey of artistic 
growth, That signpost reads: True art is never 
achieved without risk. Imaginative failures 
often instruct more fully than unimaginative 
SUCCESSES. 

Naylor’s first novel, The Women of Brewster 
Place, won the American Book Award for First 
Fiction in 1983 and is scheduled for a segment 
of public television's ‘“American Playhouse” 
series sometime this year. It is difficult to im- 
agine Linden Hills garnering this kind of 
recognition. The lives of the women of 
Brewster Place are harsh. They, too, inhabit a 
kind of hell. But their hell is one in which pas- 
sionate connections — between mothers, 
children, men, women, lovers, sisters, friends 
— blaze with a ferocity that rivals the external 
forces — poverty, racism, homophobia, sex- 
ism — determined to destroy those same 
bonds. When the heat’s been turned off in the 
middle of winter because the bill was unpaid, 
Brewster Place continues to burn hot in spirit. 
Gripped by a heat wave, Linden Hills remains 
barren and chilled. Kierkegaard, Sartre and 
Heidegger might have been able to slip, un= 
noticed, into Linden Hills. Murmurs of ‘“‘there 
goes the neighborhood” would probably 
haunt them in Brewster Place. 

Linden Hills, like Brewster Place, is as much 

@ Character in the novel as any of its people. 
Its persona dominates the narrative, providing 


a parallel to Luther Nedeed, the book’s 
patriarch. Both are heirs to a legacy of Black 
struggle — Linden Hills is a piece of real estate 
once considered useless by the white people 
who sold it to the first Luther Nedeed. Luther 
Nedeed, a Black man, “‘the wealthiest man in 
Wayne County,” purchased this once useless 
land in 1820, 


They pocketed Nedeed’s money and had 
a good laugh: first full moon on All Hallows 
would send them spirits walking and him 
running to beg them to buy the property 
back. (p.2) 


It wasn’t a set of hills, or even a whole hill 
— just the worthless northern face ofa rich 
plateau. But it patiently bore the designation 
of Linden Hills as its boundaries contracted 
and expanded over the years to include no 
one, and then practically everyone in 
Wayne County. (p.1) 


This was Linden Hills’ part of the bargain, 
to steadily, inexorably gain in value. In return, 
each generation’s Luther pledged himself and 
his family, body and soul, to developing 
Linden Hills ‘into a jewel — an ebony jewel 
that reflected the soul of Wayne County but 
reflected it Black.” 

And this world of Linden HIlls is nothing if 
not a Black world. Following in his father’s 
footsteps, each Luther Nedeed seized, 
manipulated and used the white legal system 
to ensure that Linden Hills remained a Black 
enclave. But this enclave turns not just the 
white legal system on its head — protecting the 
property interests of a Black land-owning fami- 
ly, the Nedeeds — but also reverses the con- 
ventional real estate wisdom of location, loca- 
tion, location. In Linden Hills, the ower down 
the hill one moves, the more “successful” one 
is considered to be. The current residents of 
Linden Hills, whose double-great-grandparents 
rented rude shacks from the first Luther, 
measure their progress in terms of the address 
they occupy on the crescents that ring the hills. 
First Crescent, at the Hill’s top, was the least 
desirable section of Linden Hills. Eighth Cres- 
cent, cradle of the Nedeeds, held the power. 
But as one descended Linden Hills, one moved 
closer to the hell of Dante’s Inferno: the fruits 
of success at best never ripen, at worst ferment 
and rot. 

Linden Hills represents an ambitious attempt 
to fix a literary microscope on the cross-section 
of Black society called middle and upper class. 
With The Women of Brewster Place, Naylor has 
already proven her talents as a writer and as an 
intelligent, discerning and clear-eyed observer 
of part of ber legacy as a Black woman. Linden 
Hills finds her exploring new territory, not on- 
ly in the segment of Black society to which she 
turns her attention, but in the way she con- 
structs the work. 

Considered in its Component parts, much of 
Linden Hills is compelling, evocative and 
engaging. The spiral down Linden Hills is seen 
through the eyes of two young Black men, 
Lester Tilson and Willie Mason. Lester’s fami- 
ly lives on First Crescent. Lester is ambivalent 
about the ambitions of his mother, and sister 
Roxanne, to move the Tilsons down the spiral. 
Willie lives alone on Wayne Avenue, a street 
not even in the path of the Linden Hills pro- 
gression. Lester and Willie are a perfect answer 
to Black male critics’ accusations that Black 
women writers cannot and do not portray any 
but old Black men as compassionate and sen- 
sitive. Lester and Willie confront the class dif- 
ferences between them in a way that allows 
each man to grow rather than diminish. Lester, 
who has enjoyed more privilege, encourages 
Willie, his fellow poet as well as friend, not to 
give up his art. Willie calls Lester on his sex- 
ism. And Willie recognizes the erotic element 
hovering just beneath the surface of their years- 
long friendship. He is confused by it, terrified 
by it, but he can’t deny its existence. 

While Willie and Lester are engaging guides 
on this journey, and while the idea of con- 
structing the novel on the Inferno’s levels of 
hell is interesting, Naylor loses control of the 
device. The result is a kind of tail wagging the 
dog. 

But even if the literary structure were total- 
ly successful, Linden Hills still contains a ma- 
jor flaw. It perpetuates the equation of dark- 
skinned = real, feeling, human being; light- 
skinned = phony, superficial automaton. 
There exists an entire history of how the issue 
of skin color affects Black and other people of 


color. But that history cannot be reduced to 


such simplistic categorization. People are too 
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complex to be pigeon-holed in that way. Yet 
Naylor, who populates Linden Hills with com- 
plicated psychological overtones and implica- 
tions, allows some of her characters to fall too 
easily into these kinds of stereotypes. The 
behavior and world views of Xavier Donnell, 
who Roxanne Tilson hopes will escort her 
from First to some lower Crescent, Roxanne 
herself, and Maxwell Smyth, who like Xavier 
was climbing the corporate ladder at General 
Motors, are all so unbelievable and extreme, 
that they emerge as non-dimensional mouth- 
pieces heralding the folly of upward mobility 
and the dangers (and futility) of assimilation. 
Their lives are parodies or bad jokes. Whatever 
lessons they are intended to teach are lost in 
a void of reductionism. 

Linden Hills contains another story besides 
the recounting of the empty, sterile attempts 
of its residents to fully realize the American 
Dream. That is the story of the Nedeed wives. 
Naylor intersperses the stories of Xavier, Rox- 
anne, Maxwell, and others with the tortured 
narrative of the women who married the 
Nedeed men. From the octoroon wife of the 
first Luther, who, it was rumored, had been 
sold, along with her children, to enable that 
first Luther to purchase the land that became 
Linden Hills, to the current Mrs. Nedeed, who 
is never given a name of her own, these 
women have been sacrificed on the altar of the 
Black male Nedeed’s obsession to lodge “‘a 
wad of spit — a beautiful, black wad of spit 
right in the white eye of America.’ And so 
deep are the scars of racism, that it is impossi- 
ble to tell any more which came first, the 
obsession or the roots that nourished it. 

Linden Hills is not as successful a book as 
The Women of Brewster Place. But as an artist, 
as a writer, Naylor is claiming for herself the 


‘ right and the necessity to take risks, to experi- 


ment, to grow. If Linden Hills accomplishes 
the task of moving the writer forward, then 
ultimately it has not failed.

necessary commitment to stay that way.” 
Echenberg fears that some gay men might oc- 
casionally permit themselves an exception to 
their general rule of safe sex practices and thus 
threaten their negative status. Echenberg said 
he has no doubt that several individuals will 
increase their resolve to practice safe sex if they 
were to receive negative test results. The AIDS 
researcher emphasized that a negative test 
result does not mean that someone has 
developed an immunity to the AIDS virus. 
Before development of the antibody test 
was even discussed publicly, many people at 
risk simply assumed that they had been expos- 
ed to the virus. Those who take the test may 
see their assumptions become confirmations. 
Their reactions to that reality are the wild cards 


that trouble program planners and mental . 


health specialists. Educators and physicians 
developing the alternate site program said they 
hope people at risk will ask themselves, ‘Will 
these test results — whether positive or 
negative — help me maintain my health?” 

Whatever the long-term individual use of the 
test results, special counselors hired for the San 
Francisco alternate site program are concerned 
with the immediate, initial reactions of people 
who receive test results. 

Test results will only be given to participants 
in person; no results will be revealed over the 
phone or to a second party. When individuals 
return to the alternate site for their second ap- 
pointment, they will meet individually in a 
private room with counselors. The counselor 
will review the facts and the limitations of the 
antibody test and will then reveal the in- 
dividual’s test result. Adequate time has been 
allowed in the counselor’s schedule to fully 
discuss the implications of the result. People 
who get negative results will be reminded that 
they need to remain vigilant in protection of 
their health. Those who discover that they 
have been exposed to the virus will be 
reassured that the results do not mean AIDS 
symptoms are imminent. They will be advised 
about how to enhance their health, reduce 
their risks, and cope with the stress that may 
come. 

The counselors will give each person a 
resource referral manual with listings of sup- 
port groups, such as those of the AIDS Health 
Project, and names of individual therapists that 


are available for private consultation. 
If requested by the participant or deemed 


appropriate by the counselor, a referral will be 
made to another therapist for a session at a later 
date. There will be no charge for this follow- 
up counseling visit. After receiving the test 
result, the participant will have the option of 
viewing a ten-minute continuously plaving 
videotape of techniques for coping with the 
test information. 

Early results from research projects indicate 
that people receive the information fairly well. 
And yet the person who volunteers to be in- 
volved in an AIDS research project may be 
much better prepared for test results than 
someone who is less knowledgeable about 
AIDS. In fact, at the Marieux Institute, a Pari- 
sian AIDS organization, they have discon- 
tinued the practice of making test results 
known to individuals, because three men 
given positive results committed suicide. 

The staff at the Health Centers are prepared 
to offer a service to a great number of people. 
They know, however, that the numbers and 
time limit of available federal funds prevent 
them from providing a more individualized 
and thorough preparation for receiving the test 
results. Within their time limits, the staff will 
provide what emotional support they can for 


| each individual. Anyone who considers taking 


the antibody test at a clinic or from a private 
physician may want to inquire first what 
preparations have been developed to assist 


| clients when they receive the results.

Bennett confirms Corbett’s $40,000 and up 
estimate. ‘“‘It can be a very good living,” he 
says, ‘but hairdressers have to love their work 
because it is very tedious, very exacting, and 
it can be very nerve wracking. Dealing with 
five to fifteen women a day, you are dealing 
with a person’s ego, with a person’s vani- 
ty... maybe one-third of the ability is technical, 


the rest is psychological and emotional.” 


Ivory echoes Bennett's point: “For suc- 
cessful hairdressers, the main part is personal- 
ity. People pay for extra attention. They pay 
to know that someone really cares what 
they're going to look like for the next six 
wecks.”’ 

“T don’t fit any stereotype,” Ivory asserts, 
“I’m not typically Black. I’m not typically gay. 
I am just my Own person, unique in my own 
way...I found out that I didn't have to swish 
around. I didn’t have to wear platform 
shoes...it was okay to have a sense of flair, but 
I didn’t have to feel | was pushed into any cor- 
ner or any stereotype. That’s what I chose to 
do. It’s been quite wonderful.” 

Ivory has his own shop. Bennett, in contrast, 
works for a salon owned by a non-gay woman. 
When she invited all the salon employees to 
a Christmas party at her country club, wives 
and dates were included in the invitation. “Can 
I bring my boyfriend?”’ Bennett asked. “Why 
don't you bring one of the single girls?” 
countered the boss.
